Washington, D. ©. , May 1.~—[Special.J—Will 
president Taft veto the tariff bill, and, if so, 


why will he do it? 
ae are questions being asked here a 
good deal nowadays, but the answers no one 


geerns prepared to make. 

Ye truth, it ought to be easy enough to de- 
termine just where the president will draw 
the line. Some o. the old heads in congress 
pave thought he was bluffing, and that he 

was talking for the galleries alone. Lately 
mt have come to believe there is danger 
ef action by the executive, and that he pro- 
| poses to do exactly what he said he would, 
‘which was to impose @ presidential veto 
| ggainst any tariff bill, no matter how skill- 
' tally arranged, which did not seem to him 
ts be in effect a complete redemption of the 
' pledges in the Republican platform. 
| The president has been so quiet, and has 
‘made so little effort to dictate the progress 
of legislation, that the congressional people 
are becoming convinced he is only biding his 
time and that he proposes to let them attend 
totheir part of the w ork without the slightest 
interference, reserving to himself the right 
‘to be equally independent in approving or 
@isapproving the measure finally agreed upon 
by both houses of congress. 


No Politics to Be Played. 

The only definite information the repre- 
gentatives and senators have been able to 
geoure from the president is that under no 
jeonsiderataion will politics be played. That 
fe to say, the tariff bill will be considered 
on its merits alone. 

The president will not be influenced in 
the slightest degree by the plea that it is 
g@ Republican measure passed by the party 
majority and that its disapproval might 
mean defeat in the congressional elections 
and possibly in the presidential election of 
1912, in which Mr. Taft is likely to have a 
personal interest. 

There is positive authority for the state- 
‘ment that the president will act either in 
approving or disapproving the tariff bill, 
without regard in the slightest degree to 


jhie own political prospects or those of the 


party. There is an exception to this perhaps, 
because the president believes that he, him- 
self, and the Republican perty as weil, will 


_ be stronger by vetoing a bad bill than by 


‘approving it. In no case will he attempt 
to shift responsibility by allowing the tariff 
bill to become a law without his approval, 
hens Mr. Cleveland did. 


Taft for Revision Downward. 


Mr. Taft repeatedly during the campaign 
gave his hearers to understand that his 
‘gonception of tariff revision was a gen- 
eral lowering of duties. He admitted in 
hig speeches that there undoubtedly were 
some American products insufficiently pro- 
‘tected. In these cases he believed the duties 
should be raised. 

It is evident from the study of his speeches 
_ that the Republican candidate for the presi- 
‘dency believed, first of all, the instances 
Where a higher rate of duty was demanded 
would be found to be fewin numbers. Sec- 
ondly, the tone of his speeches all indicate 
that he referred to new products, to some 
‘which had been subjected to different 
processes, and to others where the cost 
of the raw material had been increased to 
such an extent as to justify a higher rate 
On the finished product. 

That the Republican candidate for the 
‘presidency believed in the existence of whole 
Schedules or of any large variety of articles 
entitled to a higher rate of duty cannot be 
inferred from any speech he ever has made, 
so far as I am informed. 

From the time he began the discussion of 
the tariff until he called the extra séssion of 
| congress, the temper of his speeches indi- 
cated a belief in revision downward. During 
‘the whole period since he has begun to dis- 
cuss nationa! affairs, President Taft has been 
the foremost and the cle tadvocate of the 
Simplest and most logical Wabiatied of protec- 
tion. 

He believes that a tariff should be ngither 
more nor less, as a matter of theory; than 
the differerite in cost of production at home 
and abroad, fneluding a fair profit for the 
Manufacturer and good wages for the men, 
Below that rate, as he has repeatedly de- 
*clared, there is a failure to protect. 


* Where Monopoly Danger Appears. 


Above that figure there is an incitement to 
“Monopoly. a reduction of revenue, a destruc- 
tion of competition, and an injustice to the 
consumer. Above the protective point the 
COngumer is defrauded, while below, the 
Manufacturer aud the laboring men are the 
victims. 

President Taft is too good a judge and too 
experienced a public man to expect that con- 
Srees will be perfect. No body of men, in all 
Probability, could fix upon a perfectly equi- 
table basis of protection and apply it to every 
one of thousands of articles produced all over 

~the world. To make assurance doubly sure 
and to see that every laboring man and 
manufacturer in America is fairly treated, 
the president unquestionably would prefer 
to see the rates too high rather than too fow. 
He would probably not object if congress 
would adopt a fair margin in safety up hill. 

It is likely, therefore, when the tariff bill 
reaches the White house [t will be considered 
in the light of these two basic principles—one, 
the foundation stone of the protective tariff 
theory, and the other the belief of the prest- 
dent, which is héld in common with the great 
mass of the people, that on the whole the 
tariff rates which wo have been fair 
enough in Mr. Dingley'd time, although they 
burposely were made too high to provide for 
reciprocity, are unquestionably too high now 
all along the line. 


President Thinks as People Do. 


Like the mass of the people, Mr. Taft 
_ Seems to believe in the advisability and the 
necessity of the revision downward. It is 
an easy thing to determine whether there 
is any pronounced downward tendency in 
the tariff bill as it now stands, so that this 
bart of the president’s work will be largely 
that of mathematics. 

It will not be so easy to determine what 
the difference in the cost on any article is,

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ROOSEVELTS BAG FOUR LIONS 


Former President Kills Three 
and Kermit Shoots Other. 


A We 
] 
Party Will Now Move Farther South in 
Hunt for Giraffes. 


NAIROBI, British East Africa, May 1.— 
Four lions are trophies of ex-President 
Roosevelt's camp in the Mau hills tonight, 
and the 200 or more native followers are join- 
ing with the American party tn the celebra- 
tion of the unusually good luck. 

The lions were bagged yesterday and Col. 
Roosevelt's mighty gun brought three of 
them to earth, each on the first shot. Thus 
one of the president's fondest ambitions has 
been realized, and he !s proud, too, that the 
fourth of the jungle kings fell before the rifle 
of his son Kermit, who, however, took three 
shots to kill his quarry. 

Both father and son are jubilant. It was 
their first lion hunt, and so magnificent a 
kill was far beyend their expectations, but 
lions have been plentiful in the hills for the 
last month and the English hunter, F. C. 
Selous, has been out for several days laying 
plans for their extinction. How well he suc- 
ceeded cah be seen from the results of yes- 
terday’s chase. 


Beaters Filled with Confidence. 

Mr. Selous accompanied the former presi- 
dent, who also was attended by the usual 
retinue of beaters. As a rule the beaters go 
into the jungle with considerable trepida- 
tion, but as Col. Roosevelt's reputation as a 
hunter had reached here long before he ar- 
rived in person, the beaters on this occasion 
were exceptionally enthusiastic. They 
seemed even eager to play a part in the first 
hunt of the distinguished American. 

The caravan started early Thursday morn- 
ing from the ranch of Sir Alfred Peare on 
the Athi river and proceeded slowly to the 
Mau hills. This range is open for wide areas, 
but in places is covered with dense growths, 
where game is plentiful. The firat night in 
camp was without especial incident, no at- 
tempt being made to go after lions, although 
their call was heard now and then during 
the course of the night, but at dawn the 
camp was astir and the drive speedily organ- 
ized. 

The native beaters set out in all directions 
under the instruction of the “ head man,” 
armed with all sorts of noise making devices 
which could not but arouse any game within 
earshot. Some of the beats proved blanks, 
but by nightfall no lees than ten kinds of 
game had been bagged. 

Kermit Uses His Camera. 

Kermit, during the greater part of the day, 
did more effective work with his camera than 
he did with his gun, he and the other mem- 
bers of the party allowing Mr. Roosevelt 
the much prized shots. 

Details of the actual shooting were not 
prought down to Nairobi today from the 
camp, but it was declared that in each case 
a single bullet from the ex-president's rifis 
sufficed to bring down his lion. From this 
it is regarded that.Col. Roosevelt is living 
up to the reputation which he has gained here 
of being @ crack shot. All of the lions were 
of normal size, and after the natives had 
dragged them together in the grass they 
executed the usual dante around the trophies 

The party plans to go south tomorrow with 
the hope of bagging one or more giraffes.

BOMB WRECKS PAINT STORE 


Explosion in Short Distance of 
Irving Park Police Station.

| Bineeoats Narrowly Escape Injury as 
Glass Falis About Them. 


An explosion caused by a bomb virtually 
demolished the paint store of E. T. Carlson 
at 1563 West Irving Park boulevard about 
12:30 o'clock this morning. The front and 
one side of the building were blown ougand 
windows a block distant were shattered. 

The Irving Park police station is within 
seventy-five feet of the wrecked building. 
Half a dozen windows in the station were 
broken and several of the policemen had 
narrow escapes from being cut by flying 
glass. Within a few moments after the blast 
a score of bluecoats were on the scene at- 
tempting to discover the cause. The fire 
department also was summoned, though no 
blaze started. 

A piece of fuse found by Sergeant Finnegan 
told what had caused the explosion. It was 
found near a basement window of the paint 
store and tracks of a man were traced from 
the window toan alley in the rear. 


Motive Is Sought in Vain. 

It is believed by the police that the bomb 
was thrown through the window into the 
basement of the building. The manner in 
which the building was wrecked furnished 
the basis for this theory. 

The bullding was filled with materials of a 
highly combustible nature and the fact that 
no fire started is considered remarkable. 

The first work of the police was to attempt 
to discover a possible motive for throwing 
the bomb. The only theory detectives were 
able to advance at first thought was that it 
might have been the result of labor troubles 
or the work of some secret, personal enemy 
of the proprietor of the store. 

Chief Shippy was notified of the blast and 
immediately detectives from the central de- 
tail were assigned to assist the men from 
the Irving Park station already at work on 
the case. Meanwhile the investigation was 
being conducted under Lieut. Collins with 
every available man at his command. 


Excitement in Police Station. 

The explosion caused great excitement in 
the Irving Park station, and for an instant 
many of the policemen believed an attempt 
had been made to destroy their quarters. 

Sergeant Slater and Operator Counihan 
were sitting near the desk sergeant’s railing 
when the blast almost shook them from their 
chairs. They leaped to their feet as the glass 
shattered from windows fell all about them. 
Although their clothing was cut in several 
places, they escaped injury. 

Before the arrival of the owner of the paint 
store it could not be stated what the damage 
would total. The police estimated it to be 
in the neighborhood of $1,000.

“ This theater never has sold tickets know- 
ingly for speculatiye purposes, but the specu- 
lators who sell on sidewalks have got hold 
of bunches of tickets by smail purchases,”’ 
he said. ‘‘ However, since the strict anti- 
scalping law was knocked out, the specula- 
tors have managed at times to get hold of 
tickets and place them in hotel lobbies for 
sale.

HUSBANDS SIGN PETITION 
AGAINST VOTES FOR WOMEN. 


State Legislature Will Be Urged This 
Week to Reject Suffrage as Blow at 
Republic. 


A petition signed by married men, citizens 
of the state, will be forwarded to the legis- 
lature at Springfield this week protesting 

against “ votes for women” as tending to 

reduce the virile power of manhood and con- 
sequently of the state to the standard of the 
weaker sex." 

The petition has beeu circulated by the 
Tilinois association opposed to the extension 
of suffrage +rto women. It states that the 
husbands signing regard suffrage as a radi- 
cal measure which would “ subvert our fe- 
publican form of government, which makes 
the husband and father the head of the fam- 

and the protector of the home." 

While it is admitted that many women 

pave no husbands, it is contended that they 
also have no homes in the civil sense of the 
word, and that they therefore must obey the 
law of all minorities; that the great majority 
‘of wives and mothers do not desire the ballot, 
recognising that they have a moral force 
which is greater than the law, and that this 
ty should settle the matter. 

“ Even if our wives and mothers did desire,

says the petition, “we strongly question

FAVORS MAYOR'S BOND BILLS 


Association of Commerce Execu- 
tive Committee on Record. 


SHOWS NEEDS OF CHICAGO. 


Emphasizes Fact Immediate Finaycial 
Relief Is Necessary. 


Emphatic approval! of the Dlinois mayors’ 
bond bills was expressed by the executive 
committee of the Chicago Association of 
Commerce yesterday. The need of immediate 
financial relief for the Chicago municipal 
government was pointed out in resolutions 
unanimously adopted by the committee. If 
passed by the state senate and signed by the 
governor the bond bills now before the legis- 
lature would become effective July 1. 

The resolutions follow: 

** Whereas, We believe it to-be for the best 
interests of the city of Chicago that neces- 
sary public improvements should be made 
as soon as possible; and 

“Whereas, We believe on general princi- 
ples that such improvements should be made 
on bond issues covering a period of years 
rather ‘than by direct taxation against’ tax- 
able property; and 


Text of the Resolutions. 
‘** Whereas, There are certain bills now 
pending in the legislature known as the IIli-. 
nois mayors’ bond bills: and 
‘*‘ Whereas, There will"be no general elec- 
tion at which a referendum could be submit- 
ted to the people prior to the spring of 1910; 
and 
*“* Whereas, Financial relief for the city of 
Chicago is immediately necessary and the 
city. would be obliged to wait until April, 
1910, for an election to submit a referendum 
on bond issues to the people; ard 

** Whereas, If the charter bills now before 
the legislature should fail of passage or 
adoption no other financial rellef for the 
city will be available, and even if the char- 
ter bills are adopted they would not provide 
the relief immediately required: and 

“Whereas, If such delay were necessary, 
work on public improvemerts, such as the 
new city hall, new bridges, streets, etc.. 
would have to be temporarily stopped for 
lack of funds; 

‘Resolved, That the executive committee 
of the Association of Commerce hereby rec- 
ommends the passage of the so-called may- 
ors’ bond bilis without a separate refer- 
endum bill or without a referendum bilt 
thereto attached; also, 


Cost Nothing to Benefits. 

** Be it further resolved, That whereas the 
various bills, known as the Illinois mayors’ 
bond bills, have been drawn with a purpose 
of increasing the bonding powers of the vari- 
ous cities and thereby giving financtal relief 
without materially increasing the taxes; and 
whereas, it has been demonstrated to us 
that in case all the additional bonds permit- 
ted: through those bills should be issued by 
Chicago, the average annual carrying 
charges will amount to cnly $880,000; and 
whereas, under the worst possible condi- 
tions, providing the sinking fund and inter- 
est on the proposed bonds .should be levied 
entirely outside the tax rate, that the highest 
possible increase of taxation could not be 
more than at tbe rate of 18 cents per $100 
of assessed value, this association feels that 
so small an annual! cost, even should it occur, 
it ase nothing compared with the benefits that 
ought to accrue from the building of needed 
public improvements along proper lines; 

*‘ Be it further resolved, That it is our be- 
lief that thd referendum proposition in conr- 
nection with these bills is unnecessary, 
causes great delay and expense, and sug- 
gests a distrust in our civic officers which is

Express Choice for Judges. 


ALD. FOREMAN SPEAKS MIND. 


Criticises the Attacks Made on the Chi- 
cago Charter Bills. 


The public will not be lacking In advice on 
the choice of judges if two bar primaries 
can avail. Following the announcement that 
the Bar association will hold a primary, the 
board of directors of the Lawyers’ associa- 
tlon yesterday recommended the holding of 
a primary by that organization. 

Members of the Lawyers’ association pro- 
pose to hold a primary that will include all 
of the 5,200 attorneys in Cook county, out- 
side of the members of the Bar association, 
to which that body’s primary will be lim- 
ited. The proposal will be taken up at a 
meeting of the Lawyers’ association next 
Saturday, at which the recommendation of 
the board of directors will be received. 


Charter Framers Are Incensed. 

Framers and chief advocates of Chicago's 
charter bills re, up in arms over the 
treatment the Dills have been receiving in the 
general assembly. 

Ald. Milton J. Foreman, chairman of the 
charter convention, took special exception 
to the attack on the bills made by Repre- 
sentative P. F. Murray, who hails from the 
Fifteenth ward. 

** Does Mr. Murray or any other represent- 
ative of the great west side assume to say 
for his constituents.that they do not wish 
the parks in their part of the city to par- 
ticipate in the tremendous revenues derived 
from taxes in the loop district? demanded 
Mr. Foreman. “If theyare willing that.the 
south park system should continue to derive 
all the benefit from the taxes on al! the prop- 
erty south and east of the river, certainly we 
of the south side ought not tocomplain, from 
a purely selfish standpoint. 


Up to Chicago Members. 

‘There will be no lobbying or log rolling 
to get these charter bills through the gen- 
eral assembly. We put the question squarely 
up to the members, and especially do we put 
it up to Chicago members, who, like Mr. Mur- 
ray, think they are serving the best interests 
of the public by voting against these bills. 

‘The first charter was defeated by the 
centralization of opposition from many 
sources. This time we have separated the 
various propositions into different bills, so 
that each may be considered and voted up 
or down by the people upon its merits, and 
not on the merit or demerit of some other 
accompanying proposition. 


Relief Through Consolidation. 
“The cry of taxation was raised against 
the old charter. Since its defeat tax rates 
have gone up tremendously. We have had 
to pay at tht increased rate, and we have 
had none of the advantages of efficient tax 
leyying which we would have had under 
the old charter, and which we can have 
under charter bill No. 1. i , 

“ The lid is off on tax rate as things are. 
We can clamp it on only by the constitutional 
relief afforded by this bill. Relief through 
consolidation is bound to come. If we don't 
get it now we will get it tWrough consolida- 
tion of the county and the sanitary district 
or through a constitutional convention, but 
we will get it sooner or later.”

‘Convicted Two Years Ago. 


Smith was convicted two years agovof al- 
leged conspiracy, which resulted in the 
wrecking of the Bank of America. He was 
sentenced to an indeterminate term in the 
penitentiary, but has never seen the inside 
of prisoff walls. .On Friday he appeared be- 
fore the pardon board, denied he was in- 
volved in the alleged conspiracy, and declared 
instead that he was victim of it. .He de- 
clared he had lost thousands in the failure, 
that he was penniless, and that his wife would 
suffer should he be committed to prison. 

Counsel for the receiver of the bank denied 
every statement Smifh made. He declared 
the former judge hypothecated notes and 
in other ways juggled the finances of the 
bank, that he had taken thousands from it, 
and now had large sums hidden away. Dur- 
ing the heat of the argument one of the law- 
yers, facing Smith, declared the latter could 
not be believed under oath. 

The pardon board. of which Gov. Deneen ts 
a member, withheld its judgment, and this 
resulted in giving Smith a new chance te 
plead his case. 


Unpleasant Duty for Peters. 


Chief Deputy Sheriff Peters has commented 
on the predicament of the former president 
of the Bank of America and former judge of 
the Circuit court. When he read the tele- 
gram received by the sheriff this morning. 
and realizing if Mr. Smith must be taken to 
Jollet he would be the offictal on whom would 
fall the duty of seeing that the convicted 
man be delivered safely to the penitentiary, 
he said: 

“If I am obliged to take Abner Smith to the 
penitentiary it will be one of the most un- 
pleasant duties of my experience in this of- 
fice. After having passed a busy life as a 
reputable citizen and having held a judge- 
ship. one of the most exalted positions in the 
gift of his fellow men, and never having com- 
mitted a crime before, in the eve of his life, 
he willl be obliged to pass the remaining days 
of his old age with convicts, some of whom 
he himself has sentenced to the penitentiary. 
His. fortune is gone, his children are dead, 
and his life partner is grieving at home for 
his return. Cold, Indeed. must be the heart 
that would not sympathize with his fellow 
man fn such a position.” 


Says He Has Been Punished. 


“While punishment, protection, and refor- 
mation are the objects aimed at in the ad- 
ministration in our criminal laws,”’ he con- 
tinued, ‘“ yet I feel that in this case leniency 
could be shown without any disrespect or bad 
effects on our governmental system. In my 
judgment the arrest, indictment, and con- 
viction is as severe a punishment upon a man 


in his walk of life as could be inflicted. The 


trial and public exposure is sufficient punish- 
ment to such a man. Incarceration in the 
penitentiary would be almost persecution, 
admitting that the court and jury looked into 
this case carefully and with deliberation. In 
my judgment, this is one of those cases where 
adult probation would apply.” 

Smith's hope for clemency now appears to 
hinge on his ability to show what he has 
done with the money which the men who are 
opposing his pardon say he took from the 
bank. Attorneys Clarence 8S. Darrow and 
Edgar L. Masters, Receiver Daniel D. Healy, 
and Robert E. Howe, cashier of the defunct 
institution, returned from Springfield to 
Chicago today. The one point which ap- 
peared to have struck the governor as vital 
in the arguments made against executive 
clemency was, they sald, the charge that 
Smith took nearly $100,000 out of the bank’s 
funds within two months after he became 
affiliated with it, and that he has hidden this 
sum. ~ 
Government Will Aid Search. 

In view of this charge the governor ap- 
peared to be puzzled when Smith !tnformed 
the members of the board that he was 
penniless. He instructed the applicant for 
pardon to prepare a statement for the re- 
ceiver as to what he did with the money 
he received for the stock of the bank and 
also present it to the board. Smith, it is 
said by those who witnessed the arguments 
before the board of pardons, at first declared 
he had no means of showing anything. but 
the governor insisted there must be checks, 
books, and stubs to shew the disposition of 
funds, and informed Smith that. if difficulty 
was encountered in obtaining data from any 
bank he would telephone to the bank per- 
sonally and ask that ample facilities be ex- 
tended to facilitate the preparation of such 
a statement. 

‘*Smith’s argument was a harangue,” de- 
clared Attorney Darrow. ‘“‘ He applied epi- 
thets to every one who appeared to make a 
statement on behalf of the bank. In the 
face of Judge Ball's opinion that Smith never 
had paid a cent for any of the stock of the 
bank, he contended that the contrary was the 
truth.”

“Both of us rushed to the door of the 
house and when we stepped out we were 
just in time to see the first arch from the 
draw on the east side of the big channel pier 
rise into the ais and crash into the river. 
One after another of the arches took the same 
course just like cards standing on end and 
pushed over. We could hardly realize what 
hau happened and immediately gave the 
alarm.”

~ He did not oppose the plan of the soutn 
park cOmmissioners to widen the street to the.

vard, and ‘said he. would approve of the ad- 
ditional space being held exclusively for 
boulevard purposes. His position, in brief, 
was that he would not consent to driving all 
traffic teaming off the street at‘ the present 
time. ate P 

Pavement to Be Repatred. 

**It probably is true that the present rough 
pavement is an inconvenience to the pleasure 
traveling public,” he said, “ but that is to be 
repaired immediately. When the street car 
tracks were taken off Michigan avenue the 
street was badly torn up and the granite 
blocks were replaced without a solid founda- 
tion. That fault is to be remedied at once, 
and then the pavement will be suitable for 
automobiles and smiliar vehicles, 

‘*l am opposed to the boulevard proposition 
because there is a great deal of traffic to the 
freight houses east of Michigan avenue which 
uses that street and the cross streets north 
of JacRson boulevard. If Michigan avenue 
is made a boulevard, all those cross streets 
between Wabash und Michigan will be no 
more than stub ends and all thé heavy traffic 
will be thrown into Wabash avenue and State 
street, which already are congested. 

*“ When the construction of the boulevard 
link is begun, it probably will be, possible to 
find other routes for this traffic, but at the 
present time the advantage to be gained from 
poulevarding Michigan avenue north of 
Randolph street is so small that it will not 
offset the disadvantages.”’ 

Will Oppose Tunnel Plans. 

Relief for congestion in some of the city’s 
streets was promised in an indication from 
Commissioner of Public Works Hanberg that 
he will approve within a few days the plans 
for the reconstruction of the La Salle street 
tunnel for the use of the Chicago Rallways 
company. This decision followed a confer- 
ence between City Engineer Ericson and 
George Weston, the city’s representative on 
the board of supervising engineers. - 

The city’s representatives had feared tha 
the plans-might interfere with the proposed 
subway construction and the consultatiop 
was for the harmonization of the two plans 
It was agreed that all public utilities must 
have space in the tunnel, that ‘the general 
plan must be altered to conform with the 
subway outline, and that if the approaches 
are not completed when definite plans for the 
subway are drafted, they will be altered to 
conform with those plans. 

Protests against the anti-congestion ortil- 
nance of Ald. Bauler—regulating the leav- 
ing of automobiles in the streets—were made 
to Assistant Corporation Counsel Hayes by 
a committee from the Chicago Motor 
club, headed by E. G. Westlake. They asked 
that the time Iimit be extended to one hour, 
so that an automobile owner might leave his 
machine at the curb while he ate lunch and 
that the automobiles of physicians be exempt 
from the rules. 

Thirty-four Men Discharged. 

Thirty-four employés were discharged from 
the city service because of the impoverished 
condition of the treasury. These included 
six chauffeurs, two repair men, and a care- 
taker of the city garage, twenty-four drafts- 
men and four rodmen who have been em- 
ployed by the subway bureau. 

Deputy Smoke Inspector Ryder announced 
his resignation to take an editorial position 
with a railroad trade publication. He was 
one of the authors of the city’s report on 
the electrification of the Illinois Central ter- 
minals. é 

Ald. Albert W. Beilfuss of the special parks 
commission made requisition in the morning 
for a city forester and the name of Jacob H. 
Prost, the first on the eligible list, was cer- 
tified to him. It is expected that he will as- 
sume his new duties next week. 

Rush for Saloon Licenses. 

Between $1,000,000 and $2,000,000 for saloon 
licenses was received by City Collector Mag- 
erstadt. It was the last day for issuing li- 
censes and saloon keepers who failed to make 
application must wait until Chicago has 
3,000,000 population before they can get a new 
one, the number being limited to one for 
every 500 persons. 

The rush got ahead of the clerks and no at- 
tempts: were made to issue licenses, which 
will be done this week.

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SAYS HILD WAS HEADSTRONG 


Library Director Stern Tells ‘Why 
New Man Is to Be Sought. 


WANTS UP TO DATE METHODS 


Retired Official Declared to Have Op- 
posed Progressive Ideas. 


Reasons for the action of the directors of 
the Chicago public library in deciding to se- 
lect a new librarian in place of Frederick H. 
Hild, who had held the position for twenty- 
two years, were set forth yesterday by Julius 
Stern, one of the directors, in a publk state- 
ment. ; 

Mr. Hild’s offenses, according to Mr. Stern, 
were those of omission rather than commis- 
sion. He says: 

“ His failure to initiate advanced methods 
of library work and his reluctance and at 
times even opposition to the introduction of 
such methods when proposed by members of 
the board have gradually forced upon me the 
conviction that our library could not under 
his leadership obtuin the position which it 
should hold, abreast of the best libraries of 
other American cities, particulerly in the 
work with the rising generation, and that it 
would become necessary sooner or later to 
supplant him with some one animated with a 
desire for advancement in that direction. 


Lack of Progressive Spirit. 

‘“ He has shown a lack of the progressive 
spirit which would make the library most 
effective. Attempts made by various direc- 
tors, with formal sanction of the board, to 
induce closer codperation between the li- 
brary and the schools by establishing branch 
reading rooms therein for the advantage of 
teachers, pupils, and the neighborhood have 
not received the active support of the lit- 
brarian; tentative efforts to establish home 
iMbraries have met with derision. and largely 
by reason of his lukewarmness have prac- 
tically. aborted. ; 

“The story hours conducted since last au- 
tumn in branch reading rooms in the field 
houses, under the auspices of a woman's 
committee, who provided $2,000 to pay for the 
services of Mrs. Thorne-Thomsen to con- 
duct the same and which were sanctioned by 
the board. nave been constantly hampered 
by reason of the want of earnest .support 
of the librarian in complying with requests 
made from time to time by directors to pro- 
vide branch reading roome with more effi- 
clent attendants to meet the wants of the 
children who compose the bulk of readers 
there, 


Sudden Action Is Explained. 


“True, he may believe such work is of too 
trivial a nature to warrant his support, but 
if. the directors differ with him in that re- 
spect, and believe this is work that the library 
should overtake, and that he has shown 
himself temperamentally unfitted for it, then 
it become their duty to endéavor to find the 
person who can and ‘will enter into it with 
thorough understanding and zeal. 

“The manner in which the question of 
separating Mr..Hild from the service was 
precipitated on the board at the regular 
meeting on the first Monday of April, and for 
which a minority of the members was wholly 
unprepared, is indefensible, but when it be- 
came apparent that a majority was firmly 
opposed to the re@lection of Mr. Hild and 
was intent upon instantly proceeding to fill 
the position with another, the minority could 
prevent the immediate consummation of this 
plan énly by-insisting upon postponement of 
further action until the next regular meet- 
ing. meanwhile presenting to him an oppor- 
tunity to offer his resignation,”’

BLAMED FOR."DEATH TRAP.” 


Traction Company Censured for 
Killing of Prof. H. M. Seott. 


TRACKS TOO NEAR TOGETHER 


Funeral of Victim to Be Held fr 
First Congregational Church. 


Responsibility for the death of the Rev. 
Hugh M. Scott, who was killed in the *‘ death 
trap’’ maintained by the Chicago Railways 
company at State and Van Buren streets 
Thursday evening, was practically placed 
with the traction company in the report of the 
accident turned in by Inspector Lavin to 
Chief of Police Shippy. The report says: 


“ While at State and Van Buren streets, the. 


Rev. Hugh M. Scott was about to board Van 
Buren street car No. 826, which was standing 
at State and Van Buren streets, when Van 
Buren street car No. 247 started west and he 
was caught between the two cars and 
crushed, sustaining a severe fracture of the 
shoulder and internal injuries from which 
he Gied in the ambulance.” 

President John M. Roach was absent from 
the city yesterday and what effect the acci- 
dent will have on abolishing the death trap 
and similar switches In other parts of the city 
could not be learned. 


Indignant Protest Made. 


The death of Prof Scott drew an indignant 
protest from Dr. Robert H. Babcock in a 
letter to THE TRIBUN®P, In which he saff: 

“Why, instead of the unreliable -airbrake 
which permits a motorman to make the ex- 
cuse of inability to stop his car, do not the 
companies instal] the magnetic brake, which 
by clamping to the rail stops a car almost 
instantly, even when rails are slippery from 
moisture and mud? Is it not time the city 
took up this matter of the sacrifice of human 
life and put a stop toit?. I have paid particu- 
lar attention to this matter of the ringing 
of bells by the motormen and daily perceive 
that cars dash past street intersections at a 
terrific rate of speed without giving even a 
single tap of the bell. Moreover, it is not at 
all uncommon for cars and teams, but par- 
ticularly the former, to be passing so rapidly 
and, so close to each other as to render the 
crossing of a street a difficult and hazardous 
matter even outside of the loop district. 


Human Life Is Cheap. 


“Of course no one, still less the writer, ex- 
pects the street car magnates to remedy ex- 
isting evils because of the protestof us hum- 
ble citizens whose lives at the most cost the 
companies but a few thousand dollars, for to 
Kill a person daily is cheaper no doubt then 
to widen the distance between tracks or to 
install magnetic brakes. But if THE Trrip- 
ung would exert its immense influence to 
bring about a reform in these matters there 
would be some hope of at least a Httle regard 
being paid to human life."” 


PROF. CHARLES W. MANN DEAD. 


Dean of Academic Department at Lewis 
Institute Succumbs After One 
Week’s Illness. 


Prof. Charles Wesley Mann, dean of the 
academic department at Lewis institute, dled 
last night at his residence, 147 Ashland boule- 
vard, after an iliness of one week. He was 
one of the oldest professors at the institute, 
having been a member of the original faculty 
of four in 1896. For two years previous to 
that time he was dean of the West Side 
academy. 

Prof..Mann was the author of a number of 
works on historical subjects and his widow, 
Mrs. Mary Ridpath Mann, is a daughter of 
the historian Ridpath.

First Time at a Circus. 

Joe nor his playmates ever had been in an 
automobile before; none of them eyer had 
dreamed of such a gorgeous thing as 4 circus. 
After the circus Joe went to his home in Man- 
hattan and hig littl companions went back 
to the Seabreeze home. 

Joe {s a famous youngster because of his 
misfortune and ‘his wonderful recovery. 
Once President Roosevelt shook his hand and 
wished him good luck. But !t was Joe’s pic- 
ture that gained him real renown. They 
photographed him soon after he was taken 
to the hospital, apparently a hopeless crip- 
ple, and that picture has been printed in al- 
most every newspaper and magazine in the 
United States.

“ Firing and fighting began April 14,” says 
Mr. Trowbridge, *“‘ between Moslems and 
Armenians, which resulted in‘a number of 
casualties on both sidés. By nightfall it 
Was clear that incendiaries were at work, for 
several districts of the city were covered by 
clouds of smoke, which rolled out far into 
the country, where vineyards and country 
houses also were burning. | 

“Mr. Maurer and Mr. Rogers were helping 
fight the fire at the American school. Mr. 
Rogers was carrying water and Mr. Maurer 
Was using a crowbar to knock down:a wall 
to get at The flames when they were killed. 


Seeks Aid for Injured. 

** My first thought was to help my two com- 
rades home to have their wounds treated.

It was clear that both men would have to be 
carried in. 

“I went on rapidly to the school to tell

His Guides in the Matter. 

President Taft in determining how far con- 
gress has met the definition of protection 
which he wrote for the Ohio platform and re- 
wrote for the Chicago platform will be com- 
pelled to depend exclusively upon the execu- 
tive officers of the government, who include, 
curiously enough, the director of the census, 
formerly an employé of the Woolen Manu-

Oné thing seems to be certain, judging 
from the figures prepared under the direction 
of Mr. Aldrich himself. That is to say, the 
tariff bili as it now stands is either a fit sub- 
ject for Mr. Taft's: veto, or else Mr. Taft 
was woefully mistaken in the impression he 
created throughout. the country that the 
tariff revision he predicted in case of 4

There are in the tariff bill fourteen écheéd- 
ules which embrace every article on which it 
is proposed to leyy a duty. Some of these 
duties are specific, some of them are ad 
valorem, based on the value of the imported 
article. Seme of-them are compound—that is 
to say, they are partially specific and par- 
tially ad valorem. It is possible, however, to 
reduce them all to an ad valorem basis, tak- 
ing current prices as the guide. 

According to the figures produced by Mr. 
Aldrich of the equivalent ad valorem rate 
on each of these fourteen schedules,.there is 
an undeniable Increase on the luxuries and 
no decrease on the necessities.

Small Decreases in Four Schedules. 
These figures coming from the senate com- 
mittee on finance surely do not misrépresent |

Government Will Erect Monuments to 
the Unknown Soldiers at Indian- 
apolis and Alton. 


Wastington, D. C., May 1.—Granite monu- 
ments are to be erected by the United States 
government to mark the graves of the unj- 
dentified confederate soldiers in cemetéries 
at Alton, Ill., and Indianapolis, Ind. The 
Alton monumept will be a plain shaft with an 
apex like the Washington monument, and 
will be'an exedra 26 feet wide, 8 feet high, 
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Losing Its Prestige as a 
* Carrier of Freight. 


Are Using Rate Juggling 
to Beat Rivals. 


Washington, D. C., May 1.—Few people 
realize that the traffic movement on the lower 
Mississippi river, once so tremendous, has so 
materially declined in'recent years that tae 
supremacy once enjoyed by that great stream 
has been transferred to the Ohic river, and 
that, therefore, Pittsburg rather than either 
Bt. Louis or New Orleans today is the most 
important river point in America. 

These and other interesting facts are 
gleaned from the ‘‘ appendix " to the prelimi- 
nary report of the inland waterways commis- 
sion. The report itself was made public re- 
cently, but the “ appendix "' was made public 
today. The greater portion of tne data con- 
tained in it was prepared under the directiun 


the bureau of corporations. 

Among the important factors in the docline 
of traffic on the lower Misissippi inay be men- 
tioned that formerly large quantities of 
wheat, corn, and oats were sent down the 
river from St. Louis and other points to New 
Orleans, but the building of railroads through 


| Nebraska, Kansas, and Oklahoma to the gulf, 


together with the lack of attention to river 
improvements, has operated againsf the 
shipment of grain down the Mississippi This 
has resulted in the gradual disappearance in 
the last fifteen years of many fine’y equipped 
steam boats. 


Injured by Cotton Compress. 
Another important cause for this decline 
in the traffic movement on that great stream 
has been the introduction of the cotton com- 
press, resulting in the overturning of the 
old system of handling cotton by river. For- 
merly the only cotton compresses were lo- 
cated at important centers, such as Mempiis, 
Vicksburg. and New Orleans, but now any 
town of slight importance has its own com- 
press, which have excellent facilities for 
receiving and shipping bales of cotton by 
rail. 

The report declares that the development 
of river traffic is hindered in many ways by 
the railroads, which have gained control of 
much of the land available for terminal fa- 
cilities. One of the serious difficulties for 
lines operating on the river and its tribu- 
taries is the matter of excessive wharfage 
charges. 
a common practice for little towns along the 
river to levy charges which in some in- 
stances run from one-fourth to one-third of 
the net profits of the boats. Boat lines, as 
a rule, make lower rates than those of rail 
carriers. 

The loss of pro-rating arrangements with 
the railroads added difficulty for the river 
lines, for, instead of being able to quote 
through rates, the packet lines must quote 
their own rate to the point where they con- 
nect with the railroad and then add the local 
tariff rate of the railroad from that point to 
destination. This loss of pro-rating arrange- 
ments has ruined the traffic in horseshoes, 
cotton ties, bar iron, wire nails, staples, etc., 
in shipments to the south and west. 


‘Power Held by Railroads. 
! ant feature of the report is that 
hg with “railroad control of river traf- 
fic and private canals.” A number of packet 
lines. engaged in business on the Mississippi 
and ite tributaries are mentioned as show- 
ing “traces of railroad influences.” Sey- 
eral private canals also are mentioned as 
peing dominated by railroad influences, 
In this connection the report strikingly 
shows the extent to which state and pri- 
yate canals haye been abandoned, the total 
mileage abandoned to date being 2,444.26 
miles, representing a cost approximated at 
$81,171,874. Among the more important 
causes for this wholesale abandonment of 
canals are the Inability of some canals to 
compete with modern railroads and the mis- 
management of other canals. 
In discusting the relation of water trans- 
portation to railroad rates the report says: 
“It has been claimed that water transpor- 
tation is a safeguard against exorbitant 
charges by railroads through large sections 
of the country. It is undoubtedly true, at 
any rate, that water competition is @ potent 
cause of local discrimination in railroad 
rates." 

Competition Often Is Varied. 
It is pointed out that the importance of 
water competition depends largely upon 
whether it is by canal, river, lake, or ocean. 
It appears to vary with the physical char- 
acteristics of the navigable waterways em- 


which can be used thereon. 

The importance of canals as regulators of 
freight rates, it is shown, is much less than 
formerly. Relative to rivers, it is stated that 
their influence on railroad charges varies 
with the length of the navigable route, and 
also with the depth, wharfage facilities, etc. 
The Mississippi is paralleled on both sides 
by railroads operating long trains over easy 
grades at the least possible cost. River 
steamers can still underbid the rallroads to 
some extent on local traffic, but they are at 
a disadvantage in loading or terminal! ex- 
penses, and in insurance or risk, as well ag 
on account of the rise and fall in the river. 
It is claimed that the railroads take traffic 
at unduly low rates along the river and at 
competitive points generally and recoup 
themselves by high charges at noncompeti- 
tive points. 


Railroads Use Unfair Rates. 
The serious declaration is made that in 
many cases railroads are probably carrying 
goods at leas than cost for the purpose of 
shutting out water competition. 
“It is evident that in such cases an in: 
crease in the rail rate would be an advan- 
tage to all concerned,” it is declared, “ for 
it would restore certain bulky traffic to the 
waterways, where it économically belongs, 
and leave the railway equipment available 
ror traffic properly moving by land, and ai 
the same time making possible a reduction 
of other rail rates by cutting off business done 
at a loss and by increasing the volume of 
profitable business. 
** Nor should the railways fear the restora- 
tion of water traffic to this extent, for the 
history of water transportation show8 that 
it frequently makes traffic for the railroads 
more than sufficient to make up for the ap- 
parent loss of business.” 


JURY FINDS ‘MAPLEINE” ILLEGAL 


Verdict May Restrain Manufacturers 
from Naming Imitation Food Prod- 
ucts After the Genuine. 


‘‘Mapleine’’ is in violation of the pure food 
laws, a jury in Judge Sanborn’s court having 
found yesterday that the name misleads the 
‘publid into buying the article in the belief 
that it contains maple. 

The court ordered that 300 cases, valued at 
$3,700, be destroyed. Thousands of casesare 
said to have been seized in the country. The 
Crescent Manufacturing company of Seattle 
contended that the sentence on the package, 
“A vegetable product producing a flavor sim- 
flar to maple,” brought the article within 
the law, and will appeal. 

If the verdict is upheld by the hig court 
manufacturers will be restrained from giv- 
ing imitation food products names similar to 
the genuine.

RETALIATES ON MISSOURI. 


Burlington Will Refuse Mileage Books 
in Two Cent State. 


Low summer tourist passenger fares from 


month of June were determined on at a meet- 
ing of the passenger officials of the eastern 
roads held here yesterday. The basis will be 
approximately a fare and a third for the 
round trip, which hae been adopted as the 
summer rate to Atlantic City and the New 
Jersey coast gésorts by the Pennsylvania and 
Baltimore and Ohio roads. 

In making the New York rates $1.50 will be 
added to this basis, In order. to equalize them 
with the coast rates. is will make the 
fare $25.50°for the diffarential lines, such as 
the Erie, Panhandle, and the Baltimore and 
Ohio and .20 for the Lake Shore and Fort 
Wayne thé standard lines. The Michigan 
Central which is a semi-differential line will 
make the rate $26.85. The present one way 
fares from Chicago to New York are $18, $19, 
and $20. 

The one way rates to New York will not be 
affected, the reductions being intended sim- 
ply for summer tourist business. The low 
coast resort rates, which already have been 

blished for filing with the interstate com- 

erce commission, are effective from June 1 
to Sept. 30, with a thirty day return limit. It 
was decided yesterday, however, that thcy 
may be revised after a month's trial. 


Forced by Action of Erie. 

The low New York rates were forced by the 
independent action of the Erie railroad at a 
meeting of the Central Passenger associa- 
tion called to settle details in regard to the 
coast rates announced by the Baltimore and 
Ohio and Pennsylvania. These were made to 
offset the low summer rates to New England 
made last year by the Grand Trunk and the 
New York Central lines. 

The Erie does not directly reach either New 
England or the Jersey coast resorts, but it 
does own its rails into New York. Although 
placed between the “‘ devil and the deep sea,”’ 
as it were, it was quick to see the advantage 
of its position and determined to secure a 
large slice of the summer tourist business to 
New York. 

The other roads were given the alternative 
of raising the coast rates or accepting a cut 
in their New York tariffs. After a confer- 
ence they chose the latter, the $1.50 being 
added to a fare and a third to prevent the 
coast rates being used to New York. 

The New York Central has decided to make 
tourist rates to New England this year every 
day instead of only once a week as hereto- 
fore. 


& 


Bars Mileage Booksin Missouri. 

The Burlington announces that hereafter 
it will not honor mileage books or any fare 
less than 2% cents a mile for state or inter- 
state travel in Missouri, and the western 
roads generally are to decide by next Wednes 
day on a proposition to discontinue the use 
of all forms of mileage books altogether ex- 
cept in 8 cent states. 

This has been recommended by a committee 

appointed to confer with the southeastern 
excursion bureau On a simplified form of mile- 
age book. 
A meeting of the rate clerks of the lines in 
Missouri north of the Missouri river and in 
Iowa and Illinois has been called for next 
Tuesday for the purpose of making the neces- 
sary adjustments in local and interstate fares 
between the Missouri river cities, St. Louis, 
Kansas City, Des Moines, and Chicago and 
other points affected by the increase in rates 
in Missouri to 24% cents a mile. Represente- 
tives of eastern roads whose joint fares will 
be affected also will attend the meeting. 


Terminal Transfer Appeal. 
Clarence A. Knight, representing minority 
stockholders of the Chicago Terminal! Trans- 
fer raihway who oppose the sale of the prop- 
erty subject to the lease of the Baltimore and 
Ohio, is preparing to appeal from the decision 
of Judge Kohlsaat denying a petition of the 
stockholkiers for leave to intervene in the 
foreclosure proceedings. This will delay the 
sale of the property, which is expected to be 


allowed to stand. 


KEAN FIGHTING FOR GUMMERE. 


New Jersey Senator Seeks to Keep For- 
mer Minister to Moiocco in the 
Diplomatic Service. 


Washington, D. C., May 1.—[Special.]—The 
state of New Jersey. in the person of its 
senior senator, John Kean, is making every 
effort to keep as an adornment of the diplo- 
matic service Samuel R. Gummere, until the 
other day minister of the United States to 
Morocco. 

Senator Kean ig a member of the foreign 
relations committee of the senate, and up 
to date has prevented the confirmation or 
nomination of H. Perceval Dodge to be Gum- 
mere’s successor. He hase asked pertinently: 
“What would be the diplomatic service if 
it bé deprived of a man who pays as much at- 
tention to his personal appearance as does 
Gummere?’’ 

It is understood that Mr. Kean has acted 
at the Instance of Gunmere himself, who 
believes h@.is fully fitted to represent the 
United States abroad. His brother is*the 
chief justice ofthe state of New Jersey, and 
has influence to which Kean is responsive. 
President Taft had no intention of retain- 
ing the New Jersey minister, and he will 
give him another place with reluctance. 

In case Gummere ig retained no one knows 
where he will be sent, but his African exper!i- 
ence makes him available for the post of 
minister to Liberia, which now is filled by a 
colored man.

Indictment Against Kemp. 


The Rev. Robert Morris Kenip, former 
pastor of St. Chrysostom’'s Episcopal church, 
whose trial in the Criminal court some time 
ago on serious charges made by former choir 
boys of the church caused a sensation, was 
named in another indictment returned by 
the grand jury.

Spanish Demand Eight Hour 
Day; Weather Spoils New 
York Parade.

BUFN‘% ATRES, May 1.—The May day cel- 
ebrations organized by the various work- 
men's unlons resulted in serious demonstra- 
tions today and an engagement between the 
rioters and police, in which twelve men were 
killed and one hundred wounded. 

The conflict was provoked by an anarchist, 
who killed the horsé of on®of the police with 
his revolver, at the same time wounding the 
officer. 

When the police charged there was a fusil- 
lade, and within a few minutes the streets 
were littered with dead and dying men, the 
remainder of the rioters fleeing. Seventy ar- 
rests were made. 

Later a big crowd gathered before the hos- 
pital to which the wounded had been taken 
and advanced upon it in a threatening man- 
ner, demanding that the wounded men be 
handed over to their friends, but the police 
charged again and drove the crowd into the 

‘de streets.

It was not until 
about seventy-five years ago that the Bene- 
dictine Fathers started their great labor of 
restoration. After half a century of work these 
priests had restored the old melodies, Then 
they submitted the results of their work 
to the holy father and he ordered what is 
known as the vatican edition to be prepared. 

“This vatican edition is now to be used in 
every Catholic church in the world. This is 
to be done ‘quam primus,’ as soon as possi- 
ble, but it must be done. To do it a new 
musical education must be given to the Cath- 
olic world.’ ‘

Deceased Chinese Emperor's 
Body on Way to Tomb. 


SCENE IS. ONE OF SPLENDOR. 


Many Foreigners Prosent in Peking 
to Pay Their Respects. 


PEKING, May 1.—The remains of the late 
Kwang Hsu, the emperor of China who died 
in Peking last November, today began their 
long journey. to the western tombs, eighty 
miles away, where eventually they wilt be 
finally interred. 

The ceremony was one of unusual oriental 
splendor and dignity. It was witnessed by a 
large number of foreigners, including the 
members of the diplomatic corps and mem- 
bers of the several missions sent to Peking 
by foreign governments expressly to repre- 
sent them at the final obsequies.~ The dow- 
ager empress’ body will not be interred until 
next fall. 

The procession started from the precincts 
of the Forbidden City at 11 o'clock In the 
morning. The march to the tombs wil! 
take four days, and the entire route is to 
be over the great highway especially con- 
structed for thepaseage of the imperia) coffin 

The coffin in which the body is to be in- 
terred is massive and heavy. The inside is 
lined with cypress wood; then comes a cov- 
efing of catalpa wood, which in turn is in- 
cased in rhinoceros hide, while the whole is 
covered -with a stout shield made from the 
hide of the water buffalo. 


Pageant Is Two Miles Long. 


There were 128 catafalque bearers, and it 
took the pageant, which was two miles long, 
two and a half hours to get clear of the 
Forbidden City. 

The route for the four miles was lined with 


troops. The special envoys to the funeral 
and the members of the diplomatic corps wit- 
nessed the procession from a point within 
the imperial city. 

The United States wap represented by 
Minister W. W. Rockhill and Great Britain 
by Minister Sir John Jordan. 

The regent accompanied the catafalque as 
far as the city gates, whenoe he returned to 
the palace. 


Pleased at Presence of Foreigners. 


Following the departure of the pageant 
Prince Ching, on behalf of the government, 
expressed his pleasure at meeting so many 
foreigners, and said he desired through the 
press to express the gratification of the gov- 
ernment at the presence of so many stran- 
gers. 

The imperial tombs will not be completed 
for two years, and the actual interment of 
the remains will have to be deferred for this 
length of time. The tomb will have cost 
when completed considerably over $1,000,000.

WILL JAPAN EAT UP CORRA? 


Hermit Nation at Feet of Neigh- 
boring Empire. 


GET AID TOWARD PROGRESS. 


Centuries of Oppression Succeeded by 
Industrial Development. 


BY FRANK G. CARPENTER 

SEOUL, Corea, April 2.—How would you 
like to be a bone everlastingly fought over by 
angry dogs? This has been the position of 
Corea in the past, and it will probably be so 
in the future. The country lies at just the 
right place to be the battlefield of three na- 
tions. It hangs down like a great nose on the 
east face of Asia, its bottom almost touching 
the hungry, overcrowded empire of Japan. 
Its’top ends at Manchuria, beyond which is 
Siberia with her Pacific ports icebound half 
the year round and needing it for an outlet 
to the warm, open seas. 

On the west is China, with ite vast horde of 
almond eyed subjects who are just beginning 
to adopt the m rn civilization and will soon 
covet the world. All of these powers would 
like tochew et the bone of Corea. The Chinese 
dog ie still too weak to more than snarl at 
it, and Russia, for the time, has been driven 
back by the iron teeth of Japan. The sweet 
morsel now lies in the paws of the latter, and 
she le wondering whether she dare eat it or 
not. 

Will Japan Eat Corea? 

The lve question before the world today 
is whether the great Japanese dog will eat 
this fat and juicy Corea. I have come here 
to find out, and in these letters hope to tell 
you of just what the morsel consists and all 
I can learn as to its prospective mastication, 
During the last few months I have been 
traveling in Japan, and, if hunger is any 
index, there is no question but that Corea 
will eventually rest In the Japanese stomach, 

One of the first works of the Japanese will 
be to stop the skinning of the mountains. 
They will plant trees as fast as possible upon 
the available hills, thus conserving the rain- 
fall and greatly increasing the land suscept- 
thle to cultivation. They already have plant- 
ed model forests in the vicinity of Seoul, 
Pyengyang, and Taiku. 

Today most of the farms of Corea are con- 
fined to the valleys. The area being culti- 
vated is just about half that which is tilled 
in Japan, and if it were as intensively farmed 
it would be feeding 25,000,000 people instead 
of leas than 15,000,000, as now. 


They’re Slovenly Farmers. 

The contrast between the country scenes 
of Japan end Corea is striking. Everything 
in the former country shines with thrift. 
There is not a weed in the flelds, the houses 
are neat and well built, and the people clean 
and rosy from the hot baths they take every 
day. All farming here is done in the most 
slovenly way. The methods of taxation and 
squeezing have been such as to leave but 
little incentive to work, and the bulk of the 

rofits has gone to the officials. 

The streets are winding alleys, where the 
garbage of the houses is thrown out te rot 
in the sun. Sometimes ditches run along the 
sides of the streets, serving as sewers, and 
the houses have no sanitary arrangements 
whatever. The conditions are so bad that 
typhoid, cholera, and dysentery are of fre- 
quent appearance and smallpox is almost 
universal: 

One of the first things that the Japanese 
will do will be to make wagon roads and 
military highways, connecting all parts of 
Corea. understand they are , building 
some now, and that four main lines are to be 
constructed. A number of new railroads 
have been planned and several started. This 
is in addition to the 600 mile line now in oper- 


ation. 
People of Corea. 


I have space here for only a word about 
the people of Corea. They are among the 
queerest and most interesting of the Asiatic 
races and have great possibilities. As to 
their number, & census was taken some time 
ago and the count made 10,000,000.

LONDON, May 1.—The congress of the 
International Woman's Suffrage alliance 
closed its sessions today, but did not finish al) 
of its business. The questions as to the suf- 
frage banner and hymn and the next place of 
meeting remain undecided. 

The general --feeling of the ,alliance’s of- 
ficers, however, is that more business has 
been accomplished than at any former con- 
gress. Reports of progress in the various 
countries made to the congress have given 
much satisfaction, espectally the report from 
Italy, which was read by Marchesi Pellicano, 
the celebrated Italian authoress. A particu- 
lar point was made of the fact that she is 
the mother of seven childrert. 

A motto for the alliance was decided upon 
by the congress. It is: 

“In essentials unity, in nonessentials lib- 
erty, in all thingscharity.’” 


Americans Lose One Fight. 

The Alliance decided that its motto al- 
ways should be written in Latin. This reso- 
lution wae strongly opposed by the American 
delegates, but finally it was carried. 

There is no doubt that the feeling for and 
against the militant suffragettes disturbed 
the congress. A German delegate left the 
meeting because she considered its tone un- 
eympathetic and two of the American dele- 
gates, Mesdames Thangley and Baker, from 
the state of Washington, joined the suffrage 
procession and spoke at the procession!?ts’ 
meeting against the wishes of the leaders of 
the Alliance, who earnestly desire to remain 
neutral, since the English suffrage associa- 
tions are so divided in their methods. 


Work Done Pleases Americans. 

The American delegates are delighted with 
the congress. Dr. Anna Shaw says it accom- 
plished more than The Hague peace confer- 
ence. While Dr. Shaw ts interested in the 
English suffragettes, she thinks their meth- 
ods are impracticable for America and are 
not likely ever to be tried there. Mrs. O. H. 
P. Belmont sald: 

‘**Il was deeply impressed by the general 
tone of the congress, the splrit ®f mutual 
helpfulness, the desire to gain the suffrage 
as a power to help the worldand the unity of 
thought on the great international! questions. 
Each country sent its leaders and it was a 
representative gathering of the twentieth 
century womanhood.’’ 


FIGHTS SUFFRAGE AS PERIL. 

“Women were responsible for continued 
punishment for witchcraft in the days of 
Cotton Mather,” sald Miss Phebe Couzins 
yesterday, as she rested in her suite at the 
Auditorium while her “down south” maid 
danced attendance, “‘and if women had the 
ballot something similar to that would hap- 
pen now. 

“In some crisis of our history, if they had 
the influence, they would do something from 
which we never would wholly recover.”’ 

The peace congress next week, to which 
Miss Couzins is, a delegate from the District 
of Columbia, will listen to these same state- 
ments and the result may possibly be a war 
of words. 

She was secretary of the woman's board of 
the world's fair and was the first woman to 
serve as marshal in the United States. She is 
a lawyer, but is particularly interested at 
present in killing any and all prospects of 
woman suffrage.

Its popularity with the English masses 
certainly is undoubted. Every enemy of 
radicalism is punished and the house of lords 
especially is defied and answered back by 
the taxation of everything it has succeeded 
in defending from legislation since the Lib- 
erals came into office. 


Wealthy Classes Hard Hit. ~~ 

The licensing of land on its valuation— 
everything, in fact, which the Laberals tried 
to attack by legislation and the lords re- 
jected—now is subjected to big if not vind..o- 
tive taxation. More public houses of the 
smaller kind will be destroyed under the 
budget than under the licensing bill, ‘and 
more money will be taken from the big land- 
lords, especially in the towms, than under 
the land or valuation bills passed by the 
commons and rejected by the lords. 

In short, this budget is the answer of the 
radical ministry to the tyranny of the house 
of lords, and in that way contributes to make 
the house of lords the big dominating iasue 
with the next general election. 

The budget probably will receive the sup- 
port of the great majority of the Liberal and 
labor members, but is not out of danger. 


Birrell Bill Held Back. 

Its length, complexity, and attack on se 
many different and powerful classes of prop- 
erty owners must involve a lengthy and flerce 
struggle and possibly take up so much time 
in the session as to obliterate all other legis- 
lation projects, including Birrell’s land bifi. 

The Tories undoubtedly will support it by 
filibustering and every other expedient 
known by the parliamentary fighters. Some 
of the moderate and wealthy Liberals also 
are lukewarm, if not hostile, especially those 
representing the big insurance companies 
whose funds are mainly invested in ground 
rents. , 

A still more formidable opposition will 
come from the Irishmen, who regard the big 
increase in the tax on whisky as a crushing 
blow to one of the few Irish industries. The 
increase on tobacco tax also is resented by 
both Irish and labor men. 


Irish Withhold Their Aid. 

All that now is certain is that the budget 
is the most daring, most revolutionary, most 
contentious, and most complicated ever pro- 
posed, and therefore will become the over- 
shadowing issue In the debates, electiona, 
and parliament for the next six months. 

If the Irish members could be squared by 
the omission or reduction of the whisky tax 
the prospects of the budget would be much 
improved, as the Irishmen, regarding the 
budget as opening the real campaign against 
the house of lords, gladly would join their 
forces to the Liberals in such a campaign. 

This compromise at present seems unlikely, 
and Lloyd-George gill have to fight the lords 
without Irish codperation, a tragic mistake,

Give Credit to the Press. 


The effort to bring about cotperation in 
naval construction is merely one feature of 
the policy of the government at London to 
bind afl parts of the empire more closely to- 
gether. One of the important steps in con- 
temmplation ‘in the execution of this policy is 
the invitation which ‘has been extended to 
the representatives of colonial newspapers to 
visit England in June. A conference will be 
held in London between the visitors, repre- 
sentatives of the government and members of 
the local press, for the purpose of creating 
better feeling and securing a more efficient 
interchange of information. 

The British realize probably better than 
any other people the importance of the press 
as a means of influencing public sentiment 
For years London constituted the great news 
Not an item 
of intelligence that came to London from 
Europé or Asia secured publication without 
a color favorable to English interests. The 
American press got most of its information 
from London. In consequence the American 
people saw events through English glasses. 

This situation has changed as a result of 
the policy of the great newspapers of the 
United States placing American correspond- 
ents in évery section of the globe. 


Will Not Exploit Colonies. 

At the present time the English newspapers 
in India are fed principally from” Great 
Britain. This also is true of South Africa, 
though the papers of that region are showing 
a surprising independence in obtaining tn- 
formation direct from America and else- 
where. 

Canada, Australia; and New Zealand re- 
ceive a great deal of news from London. but 
they maintain other sources of information. 
The English people fully understand that the 
colonial press, as a whole, occupies a high 
position, lacking sensationalism, and served 
by men of honesty, intelligence, and judg- 
ment. It-ts important that these men should 
not lose touch with English thought and that 
they should disseminate it through the 
columns of their papers, thus forming a pub- 
lic opinion of great value to the empire. 

It is believed the conference of newspaper 
men in June will be utilized in every possible 
way to demonstrate that the English govern- 
ment and people have no intention fo exploit 
the colonies, are inspired by sincere pride and 
patriotism in their growth and welfare, and 
propose to do everything in their power to 
defend them from enemies and to aid in their 
development. 


Christianity’s Spread in Japan, 

The spread of Christianity in Japan is, per- 
haps, best shown by the circulation of Chris- 
tian literature. During 1908 there were dis- 
tributed 5,468 bibles, 62.117 testaments, and 
22,436 gospels. The receipts from the sale of 
these books amounted to $3,000,000. The 
Rev. F. O. Bergstrom recently made the 
following interesting report in regard to the 
attitude of the natives toward the printed 
words of Christ and his apostles: 

“One cdn stand in a thickly traversed 
street of Tokio two or three hours in the 
evening and, without great effort, except 
stating the price and giving a few pertinent 
hints as to the contents of the book, sell 
50, 60, 100 or more copies of the new testa- 
ment, when the people see that it is written 
in an easy style of reading, is neatly made 
up and bound, {s larger in’ size than most’ 
books that sell for twice the price, and what 
more? Yes, the spirit in humanity !s thirst- 
ing, craving, and longing for peace, and, con- 
sequently, they pay the pricé; receive the 
book, and are gone. Now and then students 
will ask for the English testament only, and 
often one can sell neatly as many. copies 
of the English as Japanese. Here a Chinese 
student approaches our little table béaring 
the attractive book and a lamp. He takes 
up a copy in his own language, looks at it 
a moment, and asks, ‘How much cost?’ buys 
one, and is gone. 


Woman in Tears Buys Book. 

“A middle aged woman long has been 
standing in the crowd attentively Mstening, 
and tears are seen trickling down her cheeks. 
Quietly she steps around behind me, touches 
my arm, reaches out a 5 sen piece (2% cents), 
gets a testament and a tract, and is gone. 

“One in the tumultuous crowd, moving 
forward with unconcerned merriment, castsa 
look toward us—for we are the only foreign- 
ers along the whole street—and asks if this 
isn’t ‘ Berugu San,’ as so many of my Japan- 
ese friends call me for lack of ability to re- 
member my complicated name. Yes, un- 
doubtedly it is I. Three years now since we 
last met. ‘How are you, brother?’ Imme- 
diately he reaches out his hand, holding a 50 
sen piece (25 cents). ‘.What book do you 
then destre?’ ‘None at all,’ he answered. 
‘What do you wish me to do with this 
money?’ I asked him. He stutters a modest 
request that I use it in spreading the gospel 
if I can. 

.“* When he is gone I tell the great crowd 
that-the young man was converted three 
years before on a jonely island, and he has 
found the bible to valuable that he spon- 
tdneously hands me 50 sen out of his scanty 
possessions. Then I picked up the remaining 
ten copies unsold and distributed them as I 
chose. All seem astonished; and many reach 
out their hands m vain.” 


Delay in Treaty Ratification. 

The senate committee on foreign relations 
has just made a favorable report to the 
senate of the treaty regulating the position 
of corporations and stock companies ‘in Rus- 
sia and the United States. The treaty was 
signed in 1904 by Robert 8S. McCormick, then 
ambassador of the United States in St. Pét- 
ersburg, and Count Lamsdorf; who occupied 
the post of minister of foreign affairs. Mr. 
McCormick was moved to negotiate the 
treaty because of the embarrassments suf- 
fered by American firms in Russia in con- 
sequence of their inability to appear before 
Russian courts and secure justice. 

The treaty gave to the American concerns 
recognition ‘as having legal existence and 
the right to appear before the court, whether 
for the purpose of bringing an action or of 
defending themselves against one. Imme- 
diately. after signature the treaty was pro- 
mulgated by the Russian government with- 
out the formality of ratification. A few 
weeks ago the riussian government discov- 
ered that the treaty had never been approved 
by the United States senate. Thereupon noti- 
neation was given to tle state government 
that unless the. senate gave its advice and 
consent to the instrument Russia would strike 
it from her statute books. 


This not only endangered past litigations 
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our corporations of judicial of great 
importance. Representations to this effec 
were to the senate cOmmittee on for- 
éign relations and as a result of an earnest 
argument made by. Senator Culiom, chair- 
man of the committee, the committee de- 
cided to.recommend ratification without 
change. It appears the reason the treaty 
was not acted upon at the time of its origi- 
nal submission ‘was the belief of some of 
the lawyer’ in the senate that it was uncon- 
stitutional. There are few Russian firms 
in America, however, and the chances of the 
constitutionality of the treaty ever being 
tested are extremely remote. 


Income Tax in Great Britain. 


. The people of the United States who con- 
sider an income tax an onerous burden would 
find little sympathy for their attitude in 
England. There is obtained annually from 
this source $170,000,000 from England, $15,- 
600,000 from Scotland, and 86,000,000 from 
Ireland. The tax is collected without much 
difficulty, ft being recognized now as an insti- 
tution. As much as possible the tax is mod- 
eled so as to reach wealth. The theory in 
England is that as property receives the 
greatest amount of protection it should bear 
the largest proportion of the expense inci- 
dent thereto. 

The British government is in need of every 

dollar it can get hold of. It is facing a deficit 
amounting to $75,000,000 and the treasury 
Officials are struggling withthe question of 
raising this sum through new means of taxa- 
tion. Free trade is so deeply ingrained in 
the English mind, in spite of the agitation of 
recent years, that there is no likelihood of 
its abandonment for some time to come. 
It is a remarkable fact that most of the 
nations of the world are behindhand in their 
acéounts. France is engaged in a revision of 
the tariff for the purposyp of protecting home 
industries and at the same time securing ad- 
ditional revenue. Russia long has been in 
financial difficulties*and has kept its head 
above water only through foreign loans. 
Japan has made a heavy reduction in ex- 
penditures and proposes to follow a policy of 
strict economy. The condition of the United 
States is well known. It is apparent to every 
economist that the conveniences of modern 
civilization have made the world 80 small 
that the financial condition of one country 
acutely affects that of another. This was es- 
pecially evident during the panic of 1907 in 
the Tinited States, the results of which were 
felt even in remote sections of the world. 


Trade Treaty Affects America. 


The new commercial! treaty entered into by 
France and Canada has an tmportant bear- 
ing upon American industries, which this 
government will have to take rotice of after 
the new tariff taw is upon the statute books. 
The Franco-Canadian convention grants ad- 
mission under the minimum schedule of the 
French dual tariff to a long list of articles, 
products of the soil, mines, forests, and fac- 
tories. of the dominion, which compete under 
decisive adwantages with similar products 
from the United States which are subject to 
the maximum rates when imported into 
France. Consul General Mason, at Paris, 
recently made this report in regard to the 
effect of the treaty: 

“The new treaty, unless counterbalanced 
by future negotiations between the United 
States and France, will bear especially hard 
upon the important item of agricultural ma- 
chinery, hitherto one of the most important 
classes of American manufacttred exports to 
France. The value of the trade will be ap- 
parent from the fact that In 1907 about 12,000 
binders, 38,000 mowers, and 8,000 reapers 
from the United States, in all 58,000 machines, 
were sold in France, against 11,600 similar 
machines imported from Canada and Great 
Britain, chiefly the former. The difference 
between maximum and minimum French du- 
tles on such machinery amounts to §3.86 
on a mower, $4.82 on a reaper, $8.20 on a 
binder, and $1.93 on a horse hayrake. This 
disparity in duties, added to the high cost of 
wood, labor, etc., In the United States, will 
form a serious handicap to American manu- 
factures, and if prolonged will inevitably 
result in transferring a large part of the 
American industry of agricultural machinery 
to Canada or to European countries, Al- 
ready two such factories are being estab- 
lished, one at Lille, in France, and one in 
Germany.”

San Francisco, Cal., May 1.—With the 
Booming of salutes and the exchange of of- 
ficial visits, the Japanese training squad- 
ron, commanded by Rear Admiral H. Ijichi, 
anchored within a cable’s length of Rear 
Admiral Swinburne’s Pacific fleet in San 
Francisco bay today. 

Distinguished representatives of the city, 
state, and federal governments were on 
hand to welcome the Japanese commander 
and his men when the two cruisers Aso and 
Soya entered the Golden Gate with an escort 
of revenue cutters apd excursion boats. 


Taft Sends a Representative. 

The collector of the port, representing 
President Taft, the lieuténant governor of 
the state, and the mayor of the city gave the 
Japanese admiral cordial assurances of a 
hospitable reception awaiting his officers and 
men. 

After he had received his official callers 
Admiral Ijichi said: 

*‘I do not consider myself a stranger either 
to the United States or to San Francisco, 
for I -was here on a similar training cruise 
twenty-nine years ago, when I was a cadet 
in the Japanese naval college. I have pleas- 
ant recollections of that early visit, although 
there is little here now that was here then 
to remind one of the approach to San Fran- 
cisco except the natural beauty of the har- 


bor.”’ 
Scouts Idea of War. 

Admiral Ijichi scouted the idea of possible 
hostilities between the United States and 
Japan. . 

“ The United States and Japan,’ said he, 
‘‘are anchored on as firm a basis of friend- 
ship today as they ever have been, and I can- 
not foresee any possibility of an interrup- 
tion or breach of the sacred relations.” 


NEARLY KILL FORMER PREMIER. 


Attack on Newfoundland Statesman at 
Western Bay More Serious than 
First Reported.

St. Johns, N. F., May 1.—The attack on 
Sir Robert Bond, the former premier, at 
Western Bay yesterday caused a sensation 
throughout the colony today when it became 
generally known. According to Sir Robert, 
the incident was more serious than first re- 
ported. 

The ex-premier said that while climbing 
from his steamer to the wharf at Western 
Bay, where he intended to address a political 
rally, he was attacked by a crowd of men, 
several of whom kicked him in the chest and 
knocked him overboard. He saved himself 
from drowning by seizing the gunwale of a 
small boat and, climbing into the craft, made 
his way to the steamer.

GROWS CLEARER. 


Breaking of Silence by Jef- 
fries Causes’ Fans to 
Breathe Easier. 


BIG FIGHT IS UNCERTAIN. 


Corbett Tells of Obstacles Which 
May Prevent Clash of John- 
son and Boilermaker, 


BY JAMES J. CORBETT. 

Since Jeffries came out with the statement 
he would fight Jack Johnson, the pugiis- 
tic world breathes a lot easier. Jeff might 
just as well have announced his plans when 
he started his theatrical tour, for he then 
had made up his mind. 

But then Jeff would have robbed himseir 
of a lot of press notices and the papers 
would not have had as much to talk about. 
And, above everything else, Johnson wouia 
have had little chance to do any talking. 

Of course there is more than a possibility 
that Jeff never will have to fight Johnson. 
Ketchel may sound the big black boy's death 
knell, and there are many other things thar 
might happen. 

I have said right along that I thought 
Jeff never would fight Johnson, and far be it 
from me to cast any doubt or create any 
thought of insincerity on his part, but I am 
still of the opinion the two never will get 
together. 

I still maintain Johnson has little fear of 
Jeff,despite the opinions repeatedly expressed 
to that effect. Johnson has great faith in his 
ability, and egpecially since the time, severai 
years ago, when he wanted to get Jeff to 
sign articles for a fight with him. 

lf the present plans, or rather Intentions. 
of Jeff are sincere—and surely they are, for 
in all the big fellow’s career he never dia 
anything that would lead one to believe dif- 
ferently—I believe he will say in the end 
that, after trying hard as he could, he founa 
himself far from being that Jéff of old who 
cleaned up the slate. 


Sunny Time for Johnson. 


Johnson in the meantime will go along 
reaping the benefit of Jeff's announcement. 
Any fighter who is matched to battle for the 
worlti’s greatest pugilistic honors draws 
more people and attractis greater attention 
than a champion who has no fight in sight. 

I look to see a world of interest in the 
Johnson-Ketchel battle. And that it wil 
take place is due entirely to the forfeit John- 
son put up. The big black fellow could go 
right along for a year with the Jeff fight id 
sight and retain his standing with the public. 
But had not Jeff come out as he did Johnson 
would have been compelled to fight some 
one or pass from under the spotlight. 

I believe Johnson wanted to back out of 
the Ketchel battle as soon as Jeff spoke, but 
that big piece of forfeit money looked too 
gréat to him to see it slip without an effort, 
Jeff in the meantime will go about his duties 
and fill his theatrical engagements with 
more success than ever. 

Johnson thinks that he can whip Ketchel, 
and so do a’ lot of people who do not like the 
negro, but there is no one, not even Johnson 
himself, who does not believe at this time 
that in Ketchel he has an opponent worthy 
of a lot of respect. 


O’Brien No Obstacle. 


So far as a fight with O’Brien goes, John- 
son has nothing to fear whatever. Johnson 
can whip O’Brien in a long fight as easily 
as he whipped Burns, and in a short fight he 
can outpoint O’Brien in spite of the latter's 
boasted cleverness, 

I noticed that Johnson wanted none of my 
game for a ten round fight. He r@alizes, no 
doubt it would be a bit setback to him to 
have a man like myself step into the ring 
with him and ottpoint him. Ina fight with 
O’Brien Johnson has little to féar. He would 
have such a big advantage over the Phila- 
delphian both in weight and range that he 
ought to be able to go through a six round 
battle with less exertion than he would an 
ordinary workout in his training camp. 

When I trained for the Fitzsimmons fight 
I had a couple of big huskies who gave mé@a 
battle every time I put on the gloves with 
them. How well I remember the day Jeff 
arrived at my quarters when I was prepar- 
ing for Fitz. I looked at him and wondered 
what he knew and how far he could go. He 
soon taught me to respect his strength. But 
In thosesdays I was at home with the biggest 
man they could get to go against me. 


Jeff a Good Listener. 


A couple of months ago I met Jeff on the 
st and we went over old times and dis- 
cussed the training days in 1897. Jeff was 
then a big, overgrown boy, but he knew how 
to keep his mouth shut, and when I thought 
he was a good punching bag he didn’t try to 
change my mind, but he was absorbing a lot 
of information. Little could be gotten out 
of him, but he was thinking a lot. In those 
days a champion heavyweight fighter would 
take daily more punishment and give double 
the amount of a fighter of today. 

Johnson and O’Brien will receive $5,000 if 
they go six rounds: together in Philadelphia 
on the date announced. When I trained for 
the fight with John L. Sullivan a six round 
battle such as the Philadelphia sports will 
be given an opportunity to look at was a 
daily occurrence. 

It is fortunate there is such a man as Jeff 
in the world or Johnson would go along 
picking the men he thought he could whip 
umtil finally he would meet with an accident 
or grow too confident and tackle some one 
who could beat him. 


Langford and Ketchel. 


The talk that Sam Langford and Ketchel 
are to meet in a fight at Los Angeles during 
the summer has caused the fight fans to sit 
up and take notice. A contest between these 
two boys should prove as interesting as any 
ever held between middleweights. 3 

Johnson believes Langford can whip Ketch; 
el, and so do hundreds of famous fight critics. 
Stanley was accused of hiding behind the 
color line more than once during the last 
year, but if he signs articles to fight, as he 
has said he will, we will see how much he is 
afraid of Langford. I honestly believe 
Ketchel is the great colored middleweight’s 
superior in many ways, and if hé doesn't win 
he will give Langford the worst beating he 
ever has received. 

It would be a peculiar situation if Lang- 
ford beat Ketchel and then Ketchel should 


get home a lucky punch and beat Johnson. . 


This would leave the title in a mist of doubt. 
But in fight dope the ifsghave little recogni- 
tion. and the whole proposition probably will 
wind up with no one to whip Johnson but 
Jeff. 


Return of Young Corbett. 


The worderful recuperation and return to 
form of Young Corbett is the talk of the 
east right now. Keyes, the boy he whipped, 
has been looked upon by many as a great 
‘aghter, and I have heard-it stated, and by 
men who are supposed to know, that Keyes, 
next to Nelson, was the toughest man in the 
country. % 

But it hardly seems possible for Corbett to 
return to form after having failed so many 
times. But then funny things happen in the 
ring. I believe, however, his showing was 
as much due to Keyes’ weakness as to his 
own strength. 


When in his prime Young Corbett was. 


surely a wonderful fighter. I shall always 
remember with a lot.of pleasure what a 
friend of mine said to me the day of the 
Hartford fight that Thanksgiving day on 


which Terry McGovern met his Waterloo.

Corbett was not a husky natural fighter.

Pittsburg, Pa., May 1.—{Special.]—More 
rain descended.

They will lay their course straight for the 
Ararat of the west side ball yard without 
any olive branch bird as a pilot, and hope to 
make a safe landing there in time to pull off 
two pitched battles with the Pirates tomor- 
row afternoon. Capt. Clarke and his pirata 
crew escaped from their irrigated camp by 
swimming the Monongahela at low tide and 
boarding a,coal barge. At latest accounts all 
escaped drowning, and Clarke will have a 
full complement of warriors on hand for the 
much belated continuation of the Cub-Pirate 
twelve inning battle at Chicago last month. 

The foreboded elevation of Pittsburg’s tri- 
umvirate of inland Neptunes came off on 
scheduled time. Soon after daybreak the 
high water reached the stage where the flood 
gates protecting B. Dreyfuss’ plant were use- 
less, and in a few hours everything except 
the humpbacked diamond was: subaque- 
ous--i. e.: under water. When the flee'ng 
scouts took their last despairing glance at

Overall Starts Tomorrow. 

Overall, who was to have pitched one game 
here in a determined effort to break the Hoo- 
doo which has prevented his winning in this 
town, probably will start tomorrow's double 
header in Chicago, and Pfiester or-ager- 
man will look the Pirates in the teeth in the 
second combat. Camnitz, who wom the 
twelve inning game from Brown last month, 
will work in one game tomorrow for the 
Pirates, and Leifield is the probable thoice for 
the other. The two days’ idleness enforced 
on the.Cubs and the three days’ absolute 
loafing done by the Pirates naturally have 
stiffened gip the foints and muscles of the 

athletes of both teams. It is with no joyous 
anticipation, therefore, that they look upon 
the prospect of double work in the cold 
weather for which Chicago is noted at this 
writing. 

So far the Cubs and Pirates have clashed 
in one out of five games scheduled for them. 
They will try to rid their systems of one of 
these postponements tomorrow. Another 
will be marked off here on May 10 when the 
Cubs are on their way to invade the east for 
the first time. Today’s postponement will 
be played off on June 29 in advance of a 
series of four games scheduled for Chance’s 
men here. 


Cubs Open Forbes Park. 

President Dreyfuss has plans all made to 
open his new million dollar plant on June 30 
with the world's champions ashis guests. If 
that frameup goes through the Cubs will 
have the double honor of playing the last 
championship battle on the present subter- 
ranean lot and the first championship en- 
gagement on the new highland arena now 
nearing completion. 

Pirates and Cubs have not been the only 
sufferers from the weather bureau's de- 
termined effort this spring to teach the 
chesty baseball magnate not to put too heavy 
a test on good nature. The middie of April 
has been thoroughly demonstrated to be an 
unwise date for opening championship cam- 
paigns. Already in the half month between 
April 14 and 30 inclusive there have been 
thirty-eight games postponed. That is an 
average of nearly three a day, which is a 
pretty high average of mortality in favor of 
the weather bureau. In addition there have 
been any quantity of games played under 
conditions inimical to good baseball and dan- 
gerous to good ball players. 

The Cubs, who have been the most fortu- 
nate club in the matter of weather, despite 
their setback here. have had three days of 
good baseball weather this season, one in St. 
Louis and twoin Cincinnatl. 


American League Suffers. 

Of the tairty-eight postponed games in 
April the American league suffered twenty- 
two and the National league sixteen. This Is 
a reversal of justice when it is recalled that 
the veteran league is responsible for the early 
openings and forced the younger organiza- 
tion. to follow suit against its better judgment 
or risk being considered a subordinate league 
if it attempted a later championship season. 

The west has been a little more fortunate 
in the matter of escaping postponements than 
has the east, but not much. One postponed 
battle has been disposed of in each league. 
That leaves twenty-one probable double 
headers for American league bargain day 
hunters and fifteen for National league fans. 
It would simplify matters a good deal if the 
magnates would chop a couple of weeks off 
each end of their seasons and schedule the 
last month solid with double headers, 

In that way there would be no discrimina- 
tion in the coin receipts which are the reasons 
for the long season, and the clubs could load 
up with minor league recruits after Aug. 20 
so that they could play thirty straight double 
headers without overworking any one. Each 
club could put two separate and distinct 
teams on to the fleld in each double header 
‘and give their patrons a real change of Dill in 
the continuous performances. Not a cent is 
charged the magnates for this valuable sug- 
gestion. 

Manager Chance received a telegram today 
from Manager Jack Hendricks of the Fort 
Wayne Central league team asking if he 
coukl get Hagerman.

In this era of equal opportunity in which it

and flood all the world. the like of which has 
not been seen since the golden age of an- 
tiquity. The activity manifested in the phys- 
ical realm is but the counterpart, the refiec- 
tion, of the activity seen in the intellectual. 
Never has the desire for knowledge been 
so keen and so universal. Never has the 
ethical standard of the world been so high, 
the desire for better feeling between the 
races and the universal peace so strong and 
widespread. Everywhere the shuttle is re- 
placing the sword and the glories of creation 
those of conquest. 


An Age of Accomplishment. 


This is an age not of fiction but of fact, not 
of dreaming but of doing, not of idleness but 
of activity, an era of triumph of human skill 
and human effort tn the arts of peace—a 
modern golden age of achievement, in the 
making of which all activities are being ele- 
vated to the standard and dignity of art. 
This is the American idea—efficiéncy; and 
this is why America is leading the way. It 
is not the triumph of people favored of God 
but of a principle, the survival of supremacy 
of the fittest. 

So, if the American is most proficient in 
sport, it is not because he has made a busi- 
ness of sport but because he has made an 
art of it. He does not win because ft is his 
dominating idea “ to win at any and all cost, 
by hook or crook, fair or foul,” but because 
he is satisfied with nothing short of his level 
best. He is successful not because he puts 
success above all else, even fair play, but be- 
cause he puts the spirit of excellence into his 
athletics as well ag in everything he does. 
The Ametican is first because he is gener- 
ally most efficient; not by tuck, or by chance, 
or by lack of scruple, but by sheer force of 
merit; not because he enjoys his sport the less 
or lowers his standard as a gentleman in so 
doing but because he believes in doing his 
best in everything under any or all circum- 
stances. His sport is not, therefore, a grind. 
On the contrary, it is a greater Pleasure, for 
what joy exceeds that of accomplishing—the 
consciousness of having done one’s best? 


Why the Americans Win. 


Your Gilberts do not win pole vaults at 
record breaking heights, nor your Ironses 
leap phenomena! stretches in the broad jump 
nor your Smithsons clip world’s records in 
topping the hurdles, nor your Sheppards de- 
feat the world’s best in tests of speed and 
endurance—they do not triumph by accident 
or main strength and awkwardness, put 
rather because as individuals tn their re- 
spective events they combine the maximum 
of natural ability and cultivated skill with 
that alertness and keenness of mind, calm 
confident, determined, that eVé? and anon 
testify the master spirit. 
The most zealous, partisan European 
would, I warrant you, prefer to see the 
“despised American specialist "’ perform, 
even in the act of beating his favorite, rather 
than see his own, because the American is 
generally the most accomplished in the 
finesse of the event. And it is ease and 
grace—finesse—that charm. Let him, there- 
fore, compel admiration rather than revile- 
ment, emulation rather than disparagement. 
If he is your master it Is common sense to ob- 
serve, question, and learn—he ts only too wi!!- 
ing to impart his secret, that all the world 
should profit by his pioneering. Is this not 
the mission of the new world, its nature be- 
stowed heritage, to blaze the way?+ 
But why, it is asked, do Americans carry 
the principles of specialization to such an 
extreme in athletic sport? Why are they not 
all around athictes? Ig not the purpose of 
athletics to give one all around devélopment, 
and therefore is it not necéssary that one 
should participate in as many events as pos- 
sible? Is there not a danger of overdevelop- 
ment of some parts of the body at the expense 
of others, tending to make freaks rather 
than Apollos of your men? This is indeed 
an honest objection. However, there has 
peen no especial evidence of such a tendency 
yet. 

No Harm from Specialization. 
Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, writing his im- 
pression of the American athletes in the 
stadium at London, in the columns of the 
Daily Mail, remarked: ‘The American 
athletes are uniformly a magnificent lot of 
men; their Jumpers are splendidly developed 
and look as if they might on occasion be 
runners or weight tossers as well. There is 
no apparent trace of one sided development, 
such as one might expect of e of athietic 
ialists, such as the Americans are. If 
the principle of specialization is going to have 
ite evil effects there is no sign of it here.” 
And yet specialization is and has been for 
generations the dominating principle of 
American athletics. 
Is it not therefore justifiable to affirm, in- 
asmuch as the American method gives re- 
sults at the sacrifice of netther pleasure nor 
asymmetry, that it is the more nearly correct? 
Here again the reason is plain. Why does not 
your artist who paints the masterpiece, 
lofty, sublime in conception, and exquisite in 
color and tone—that enriches your palace or 
adorns your magnificent gallery—why does 
not he also surpass a8 @ sculptor? Or ~ 
composer? Of a poet? To be an all around 
artist he would by the above reasoning, need 
to be ven master—at all. But this has 
never yet happened; neither will it, for in an 
age in which greater and greater specializa- 
tion, finer and finer subdivision of labor, ig 
the keynote men will rise to mastership only 
as they focus attention even more undivided. 
ly than heretofore. 

This is evidenced by the manifest trend ip 
all craftmanship today; your artisan is no 
jonger “Jack at all trades and master at

Champions are not made ina day; nor can 
they, in this age of business and high effi- 
clency in all lines, find’ enough time ina 
single day or in a single week to do the 
requisite amount of practice in a number of 
events, to gain and hold classic skill. It is 
enough if one can manage. amidst the stren- 
uosities of the age, to spare the time and 
energy requisite to become proficient in a 
single event in a single branch of sport. 


Specialist Not a Freak. 

Experience and reason coincide ip sustain- 
ing the principle of specialization. it pro- 
duces the best, most efficient athietes. At 
the same time it produces the best developed 
athletes, Your athletic specialist is not a 
freak, but an all round symmetrically de- 
veloped man who “ looks as if he might, on 
occasion, do dny other event as well.” 

This is because, before an athlete can hope 
te succeed as @ speciaust he must first be, 
physically speaking, a perfect specimen of 
manhood; betore he can specialize, he must 
firet generalize until, if it be not naturally 
s0, his physique is properly rounded out, 
and every muscle has been brought under in- 
stant control. This is where the aji round 
development comes in; not in*proficiency ina 
diversity of feats, but rather in that proficien- 
cy in a single feat that is only possible toa 
normal perfectly developed man, mentally as 
well as physically. 

Here is the good of athietics—that, in rising 
to the heights of achievement one must of 
necessity acquire that symmetry of figure 
and poise of mind that goes so fer to make 
The Greeks, in that golden 
age Of antiquity, when manhood, mental and 
physical, flourished at its highest level in 
human history, recognizing the great value 
of athletics as a builder of character, gave 
to the victorious athlete greater honor than 
even to the immortal bard, who often in- 
deed won his renown by singing the praises 
of the laurel crowned. Tu be an Olympic 
victor was the greatest honor that a Greek 
could aspire to, or gain. 


New Golden Age Dawning. 
Today we are approaching a new golden 
age, one destined to be greater and grander 
than any yet attained; one ‘destined to em- 
brace, not one race of people, hor one coun- 
try ohly, but the entire world; one destined 
to bring forth enduring achievementin every 


field of human endeavor, tile like of which 


has never before been seen, the extent and | 
excellence of which the present does not 
dream. We are approaching an era in which, 
in the words of Victor Hugo, “ for all there 
will be but one country—that country the 
whole earth; for all there will be but one 
hope—that hope is the whole heaven "’; and, ft 
may be added, for all there will be but one 
standard, that standard perfection. 

In that ~ronderful age of achievement just 
preceding the dawn of the Christian era, 
when intellect flowered at its best, so did 
athletic achievement reach its highest level. 
It is, therefore, peculiarly significant that 
the present age should experience a revival 
of the Olympic games, of universal contests 
of merit. It augurs more than all else the 
dawn of that long heralded era of universal 
peace and good will which can come to pass 
only when the races of the world, individual- 
ly and collectively, in moreis, intellect, and 
physique reach the golden mean.

Combines in Certain Ratios. 

It is evident that in certain ratios the inan- 
ganese combined with the itn chemically. 
As the percentage of manganese was in- 
creased. beyond the combining ratio the ex- 
cess amount existed in the uncombined or 
free condition, er réally as an impurity, like 
so much sand. 

When a point was reached where a chem- 
ical combination could be effected at thea 
next higher ratio the character of the steel 
changed accordingly. 

The manufacture of carbon tool steels is a 
fairly simple art. too] steel being simply car- 
bonized iron, and the stronger and purer the 
iron the stronger the steel. It was not re- 
quired of the steelmaker that he bother his 
head with any of these complex propositions, 
but with the advent of the modern high speed 
alloy steels the situation has entirely 
changed. The old shop rules and traditions 
which were sufficient in the past fal) lament- 
ably short under present day tequirements. 
The introduction of these alloy steels has re- 
sulted in making the manufacture of tool 
steel one of the most complex problems 
known to metallurgy. The scientist finds 
himself face to face with new intricate prob- 
lems. :

Search an Eternal Quest. 

Chromium from eastern Europe, mafiga- 
nese from Russia, siliccn from France, vana- 
lium from South America, tungsten and 
molybdenum from Spain, Australia, and also 
from Colorado, in fact, no part of the world 
is overlooked, and the search for steel making 
material is as wide and as thorough even ag 
the search for gold. 

The problem for the steelmaker is not 
what action may be expected from any one 
certain alloy. It becomes a question of what 
the performance of this alloy will be in the 
presence of several other elements whose 
effects upon each other are profoundly 
potent. 

Because a stee] with a certain percentage 
of an alloy gives splendid results, it is in 
nowise certain that increasing the percent- 
age will produce better results. There are 
certain ratios or relative values that must 
considered. 

I'am aware that this phase of the sifua- 
tion will receive little favor at present among 
the tool steel makers themselves, as any 
progress along these lines means a vast 
amoufit of research. Nevertheless these con- 
ditions exist and must be met eventually.

Greeks Invade Cheap Restaurant Field.

HOSE is the hand that feeds 


us?”’ 

Thousands of Chicagoans 
might properly ask that ques- 
tion. For not only are most of 
the domestics in the city recruited from for- 
eign countries but even the restaurants, the 
genuine American restayrants, are rapidly 
passing over into foreign hands. America 
may feed the world, but ft is generally a for- 
elgner that feeds the restaurant going Chi- 
cagoan. Whether it be the long hours that 
restaurant. work requires, the small earn- 
ings, or, perhaps, the confining character of 
the work that is responsible for the constant 
dwindling of the. number of American res- 
taurant proprietors, the fact is that their 
number is constantly decreasing, In the 
foreign newspapers one frequently meets 
advertisements inserted by Americans who 
would sell their restaurants to foreigners.

Of the foreigners who are invading the. 


restaurant field in the city, Greeks are com- 
ing to the front as leaders. The Italian may 
run a sort of an artistic café, the Chinese 
may cater to the fancy trade of chop ruey 
eaters. The Greek caters to the American 
workman. His meals are not fancy. They 
are plain and wholesome and in general strive 
to give one “ his money’s worth.” 

The number of Greek restaurants in Chi- 
cago, located in American neighborhoods, 
‘serving. American meals, and catering to 
American trade, is about 400. The number of 
Greeks employed in the restaurant buriness 
is about 2.000. Large as this number is 
when compared with the number of Greeks 


in the city, which is somewhere around 15,000 - 


or 18,000, it becomes still larger when 
measured by the time since the Greeks first 
entered in the restaurant business in Chica- 
go. According to some of the old Greek resi- 
dents in the city it is only four years since 
the Greeks “ discovered "’ the unlimited field 
which Chicago offers in the restaurant 
industry: Four years ago, they declare, there 
were not more than half a dozen restaurants 
owned by Greeks who catered to trade out- 
side of their countrymen. Today every 
Greek who wants to make money in the 
restaurant business goes out of his own 
colony and establishes a restaurant in an 
American aeenperrent.. 


Have Kitchen in Front. 

Greek restayrants are found all over the 
city. They are located in districts inhabited 
or frequented by working people. The ma- 
jority of these restaurants, however, accord- 
ing to a Greek editor who has investigated 
them, are locafed on West Madison, Halsted, 
end South State streets. On West Madison 
street, between Canal street and Western 
avenué, there are abo hty Greek restau- 
rants. On Halsted st , beteween Madison 


from that fleld. The Greek restaurant keep- 
er is generally a young man. He ts single 
or has a sweetheart in the old world. In 
business he takes for his motto “ Small 
profits, but a large trade.’’ And if he does 
not make as much profit on a meal as his 
American neighbor makes he works longer 
hours and pays his help less for longer hours’ 
work than the American waiter puts in. 
Above all he spends less. He has fewer 
needs than his American competitor, who 
generf&ly has a family here and wants to 
keep them in comfort or wants to give his 
children a good a 


Life * All Work and No Play.” 


“The Greek restaurant keeper is begin- 
ning to pay more to his waiters,’’ said a 
Greek editor who had spent considerable 
time investigating these restaurants. “A 
few years ago it would frequently happen 
that these restaurant keepers would. bring 
over boys of 16 and 18 years of age and work 
them hard here for a little or nothing. Now 
this form of peonage has been stopped by 
the police. The restaurant keepers who are 
suspected as in the least mistreating their 
employés are watched by the Greek consul 
and by the leaders of the Greek colony. 
Still, however, the Greek restaurateur goes 
the Amerfean ‘one better’ in help. The 
Greek waiter codperates more with his em- 
ployer than the American walter does. I 
don’t mean to say that this is a good thing, 
but it’s a fact. The~Greek waiter gener- 
ally lives in the same building where the 
restaurant is. Sometimes he stays with the 
proprietor on the floor above the restaurant. 
The waiter has less opportunities for social 
life than the American waiter and there- 
fore attends to business more. 

“Then, too, most of these waiters are 
young men who are atill:’ green,’ so to speak. 
They are eager to learn, eager to work and 
make money. Frequently a Greek waiter 
does the work which two or three waiters 


would not be required to do In an American. 


restaurant.

“Old Story ** Adds Zest. 

“There is, also, a sentimental reason why 
the Greek restaurant keepers, as well as their 
waiters, work hard. The restaurant keeper 
generally has a sweetheart in the old coun- 
try. The sooner he becomes established in 
this country, or makes enough money with

Surely the milk driver 
has got something coming if the adages are 
true; but investigation proves that he does 
just about as well as and not much better 
than the average worker of a similar grade.

Wages Seem None Too High. 

Considering his freak hours, and the fact 
that the day of rest is not for him, the milk 
driver hardly can be said not to earn the $18 
a week, whith is his average weekly earnings * 
in this city. 

It is easy enough to see why the milkman 
“ husties ” for new trade. After he has sold 
his 800 points he is working az much for 
himself as his employer when he places a new 
customer upon his lists. Usually he doesn’t 
succeed in adding 100 points to his record. 
That approaches the maximum records for 
the city. On an average drivers manage to 
sell enough extra points to bring their pay up 
to $18. A few, favorably located as to routes 
and well known from long association with 
milk delivery, manage to run théir sales up so 
high that they draw $23 or $24 at the end of 
each week. But these are the remarkable 
exceptions.

Work Harder than Supposed. 

To earn his $18 weekly the driver of a Chi- 
cago milk wagon does much more work and 
more varied work than generally is supposed. 
He serves from 125 to 250 customers each day. 
Two hundred and fifty trips out of a wagon, 
around to the rear of a house, and ‘up one, 
two, and even three flights of stairs, would 
be hard physica) Jabor even if one were given 
plenty of leisure for the performance. The 
driver hasn't any leisure. He is working at 
top speed all the time, and it is no wonder 
that he enjoys sound sleep at the end of his 
queer day’s work. 

The summer time is his hardest time, for it 
is then that he must be through with his 
deliveries before the ,|housewife requires the 
milk for the morning meal. Twelve-thirty 
a. m. is the unique rising hour set for some 
drivers during this season, and the latest of 
them is out of bed and at the barns at half 
past four. He must be through with his work 
at 12 noon, and by that time he must not only 
have completed his deliveries but have at- 
terided to bis collections and have his money 
in proper shape to be turned in tothe cashier, 

The driver keeps ‘his own books, does his 
own collecting, and is responsible for all ac- 
counte. So the.man who doesn’t pay his milk 
bill needn't fancy that he is beating some 
great, heartless corporation. He is taking 
money out of fhe pocket of a hard working 
driver, and he ought to be ashamed of him- 
self.

him with wonderful directness. Work and 
sleep are the important features of a milk 
driver's summer life. Thereare advantages 
to such a system—it tends to the conserva- 
tion of wealth and energy, and all the other 
things that wise folk tell the young men are 
good to have. 

In spite of these disadvantages—if disad- 
vantas’s they be—the lot of the milk driver’ 
is a favored one in several important ways. 
Modern conditions of milk delivery have 
placed him on a higher level than formerly 
was the rule. No longer does the driver 
arise to curry and harness his horse before 
setting out In the morning. His horse and 
wagon are ready forhim. He is kept ns far 
away from the barns as is possible, and his 
stable work consists of the unirksome one 
of umharnessing his horse when through for 
the day. 

There is no slack season in his line, the only 
difference being that some periods are 
busier than others. If he is worthy of it he 
finds employment the year around, and ofthe 
1,700 organized drivers in the city not one is 
lacking the opportunity foremployment. As 
the city grows the demand for milk and driv- 
ers grows with it. There is no oversupply of 
help. Supply and demand areé well balanced, 
and the idle driver is so because he wants 
to be.

Chance Worker a Specialist.

Dear Miss Mason: The problem of a smal! : 
salary and heavy living expenses is one that 


faces the majority of women who earn a 


living. It is when the salary goes below the 
$10 mark that the case becomes an aggra- 


vated one in large cities. At $6 it is gen- 
erally conceded that making ends. meet is 


impossible except for the girl who lives at 


home. Yet the fact remains that the greater 
number of salaried women earn §6 or less a 
week and that many of them are fully de- 


pendent on what they make each week for 


their livelihood. 
I¢ is futile in the present conditions of sup- 


ply and demand to cismiss the subject, as 
one better salaried woman did, in the spirit 


of .conscious ability, with the remark: 
* They shouldn't work for $6."" Doubtless it 
would be better if education were more even- 
ly distributed and salaries, too. 

Perhaps, however, it were wise sometimes 
to consider. the cases of the smal! salaried 
girls as showing many phases of simple life 
not incompatible with refinement and_ the 
highest civilization, but long forgotten in a 
land of plenty and abundant success in the 
pursuit of the almighty dollar. It is not un- 
wholesome study to find out how many of 
these things now considered necessities we 
cah live without. Doubtless the $6 girl in 
the large cities, like Chicago and New York, 
has reduced the matter to as low terms as 
possible in her patient adaptability. 

It seems doubtful, however, -whether the 
mental resources of the $6 girl are, as a 
rule, equal to making her content with the 
simple life as she must live it. As her salva- 
tion, as well as her peril, is in her discontent, 
the philosophy of the simple life is perhaps 
premature in her case. AN OBSERVER. 

The hope of the $6 girl lies in the evening 
schools, the free trade classes, and the public 
ibraries. If she will but take advantage of 
them there is a way of release from this in 
dustrial] slavery. ,

wages and who often longs to get back to 
the sober little country town where condi- 
tions encourage frugality and bank accounts. 
The fact is, she becomes a victim to her 
sense of beauty and fashion worship, which 
the large city, with its vast and promiscu- 
ous display of finery and: fashion tremen- 
dously stimulates. She makes headlong ex- 
cursions .among bargain counters, buying 
élothes or innocent fripperies that may tem- 


| porarily gratify her ‘fastidiqustastes but by 


no. means satisfy her actual needs. 

The average business girl who earns, let 
us say, $10 a week naturally must do some 
sharp figuring to meke both ends meet, but 
discretion and intelligence in the matter of 
dress will go a long distance in minimising 
expenses. 

Supposing the businese girl subtracts $2 
from her $10 each week and adds it to what 
might be called her dressing fund. She 
would have over $100 at the end of the year. 

Supposing, also, she. has energy and will 
enough to wash her underwear and inci- 
dentals, her laundry bill for shirt-waiste and 
collars would not excee§ 75 cents a week, 


If she tries hard she can find’s room at $2 / 


a week which ‘she can with little expense 
convert into a homelike little den, and if she 


likes to eat hygienically and avoid heavy 


meat diet she may arrange without the 
slightest discomfort so that ber board won't 
exceed $2.75 a week... 


Many business girls who prefér to get. a 


light breakfast in their own rooms, though 
not the less substantial. save at least $1 a 
week. She would in this way stil] have left 
$2.50 from her weekly wages.. Two dollars 
of thie could easily stand as the savings ac- 
count.

The longest swells due to wind are 
almost invisible during storms, for they are 
masked by the shorter and steeper waves. 
_ But they emerge into view after or beyond 
the storm.

As the sand waves cannot travel by gravita- 
tion their moyements are entirely.controlled 
by the wind and they are therefore much 
simpler and more regular in form and. move- 
ment than ocean wavyes.:: ‘In their greatest 
heights of several hundred feet the former 
become more complex owing to the partial 
consvlidation of the lower layers of sand by 
pressure. But they still have the character- 
istic wave features. ;

AKE a new start in life. Such is the 
advice which the man who is down 
and out is generally given. Keep up

feels that if he were in that man’s place he 
would just exactly as 

fortunate one to act. He would make a new 
start in life; he would keep up his self- 


/ vrespect; be would brace up in spite of the 


pangs of hunger which would be gnawing 
away in his heart, in spite of the drowsy 
headache and the all around physical and 
mental weakness which would have taken 
possession of him. : 
Nothing; however, can be more erroneous 
than such a view. This man whois now so 
sure of himself'and of his ability to make a 
new start in life would have been in exactly 
the same position as the ‘down and out to 
whom he had just been handing out that sage 
“ wisdom” if he had suffered as much as 
that man had. He would have been just as 
indifferent, just as helpless, just as pitiable 
a creature, devoid of will power, devoid of 
shame and indignation. 
. * 


Moral Reservoir Runs Dry : 

“ There is nothing so demoralizing to any 
man as being out of work for a long timé,” 
said James Mullenbach, superintendent of 
the municipal lodging house. “ A man who 
has been out of employment for six months 
becomes unemployable for some time at 
least. His reservoir of mental and moral 
strength has run down in those months of 
idleness to such a low ebb that the man be- 
comes unfit for any responsible work. He 
may need months to regain his will power, his 
belief in himself, and his independence.”’ 

The truth of the above statement can be 
seen easily by watching, talking to and as- 
sociating with the unemployed. The great 
majority of them, those who are not out of 
work because of their own choice, and who 
do not try to make a living by stealing, pick- 
ing pockets, begging, or even by holding up 
some one here and there—all of which things 
require quick thinking and alertness—are 
dull, meek looking, nerveless individuals, 


Twenty-five per cent of the men who come. 


to the municipal lodging house are skilled 
mechanics. Twenty-five per cent more are 
farmers. All of them were “ independent.” 
Yet these same men now meekly submit to 
the petty tyrannies of a man who may be 


far below them in every respect 
man gives them three hours’ work which en 
ables them to earn 


ving, with no fixed hours and irregular 
eating, clings to them for weeks after their 
period of joblessness is etided. They are so 
weakened and exhausted that they lose the 
power to care for whatever may happen. 

Others, however, those who have suffered 
hardest and longest during the period of out 
of work, are not infrequently thrown out of 
gear for life. Try as they’ will they are 
bound to fall into habits of trregularity and 
irresponsibility tn some cases the men be- 
come more or less weak minded,’ as if some 
epring had snapped fn their braina,

ager of a large lodging house on the west. 


side, “always leaves behind a good deal of 
wreckage and waste of human life. It swells 
the army of tramps and hobos as it does the 
ranks of the criminals. Even after work is 


obtainable many of the people who have been 


idle for a long time will not make an effort 
to find steady employment. They are too 
weak physically and mentally, their nerves 
are too shattered to persist in one thing long.

Man Like Scolded Child, 


“Yet when you come gown to it they are 
not exactly to blame for their condition. 


You cannot break a thing in two and then . 


havé it whole again after you have artl- 
ficially put it together. You cannot keep 
scolding a child for every independent move 
that he makes. for every prank or trick that 
he plays, and not rob him of his originality. 
The same with the man. You cannot take a. 
healthy, willing, and able man, throw him out 
of work and for months display to him his 
own helplessness. his own impotence—show 
him, as it were, how little he counts in the 
machinery of civilization, what a puppet he 
is in the hands of industry, in the hands of 
his employ ere—without killing a great deal of 
his self-faith, self-respect, and mental and 
moral stamina. 

“It is easy to say to a man ‘make «se new 
start,” but it is not easy to make such a 
start after your faith and your courage, your 
peace with the world and ease with yourself 
have been broken on the wheels of industry. 
Instead of advising the down and out man to 
make a new start after he had burned a 
great many bridges behind him I weuld 
rather advise a man to keep himself from 
falling or slipping into the class of the 
down and outs by keeping his hold on life, 
by clinging to some occupation, no matter 
how distasteful the work may. be or how little 
it may pay.”

But in recent years there have beén evolu- 
tlanary changes in the position of the large 
corporation in relation to its employés.

erated by the management. Butat the other 
extreme of corporate regulations and infiu- 
ences hundreds of thousands of employés are 
becoming reconciled to the fact that cerpora- 
tions in treating them as fellow creatures and 
providing incidental human comforts not only 
are not exercising a paternalistic spirit but 
are practicing a broad economy. 

One of the greatest banking houses in Chi- 
cago, for example, furnishes free luncheons 
to its employés while exacting that no em- 
ployé may leave the banking house to pur- 
chase his luncheon outside. Some of the 
large manufacturing plants and mercantile 
houses in the city are running dining rooms in 
connection with the establishment where at 
legs than ordinary charges outside an em- 
ployé may have a satisfactory luncheon on 
the premises.

If she can afford a duplicator besides her 
regular machine, it will mean extra business 
for at least one-third of the corresporidence 
of business individuals is of the form or circu- 
lar letter kind.

The smartest wedding veils are ar- 
ranged so there is but little fullness 
and this fullness is usually held in 
place by hand-run tucks To avoid 
the unbecoming, bunched-up appear- > 
ance that some veils have it should be 
adjusted so that the fullness is well 
back of the ears, rippling softly on the 
sides and spreading well on the train. 

The favorite material is tulle, plain 
or edged with rose point. The tulle fs 
shirred on a wire frame, to which the 
wreath has been fastened, thus mak- 
ing it easy to adjust it properly.

It will be foolish to make an unnecessary num- 
ber of clothes, but time enough should be spent in the 
planning to see to it that there will be the suitable 
thing for any occasion likely to arise, and, naturally, 
every garment should be in good style, of suitable and 
good material of its kind, and the workmanship should 
pe as perfect as possible.

vestment—one of a lightweight serge in one of the 
standard blues or greys, in either the plain material or 
two toned stripe of the same color.

A suit of either one of these cloths may easily be 
accomplished at home if one understands this branch of 
sewing. There are, of course, all sorts of fanciful 
models being shown, which it would be both difficult 
and foelish to attempt to copy—these unusual designs 
being appropriate only where one has a great many 
clothes. The skirt will be modish and practical made 
from a plain gored pattern—-the number of gores de 
pending somewhat on the size and figure of the wearer.

The 
same trimming is used on the lower part of the sleeves, 
and if desired may be set on the skirt either side of 
the middle front gore. The coat should be lined with 
satin or silk the same shade as the sult. 

With these suits, all In one tone as a rule, contrast- 
ing hats are worn. For instance, a rich green straw or 
one all in black will be worn with an all gray gown 
or seme other of the directoire shades. 

Materials are so soft and of such light weight, and 
with many of the skirts being unlined, something is 
needed to keep them in place. One way is to make 
casings of two thicknesses of seam binding and into 
these slip small shot. In the skirts these casings are 
usually made long enough to reach a little rewthan 
across the front breadth, and are fastened across the 
upper edge only. Small. weights or shot are also used 
in places on draperies and the skirts of coats to make 
them hang properly. Skirts are finished around the 
pottom with an invisible hand hem.

Part Pictures Play in Home. 


In buying pictures there are several itm- 
portant considerations besides expense. The 
pictures must be good of their kind, whether 

,they are oll paintings or water colors, The 
theme should have value; it should be sug- 
gestive, even inspirational. Big pictures are 
certainly out of place unless. the walis are 
large enough to support them easily, while 
decidedly small pictures can only be placed 
in a perfect light. 

In placing pictures on any wall they must 
be considered in relation to their size and 
use. Only the light space ought te be used; 
therefore, they cannot be floored nor skied 
The small pictures must be placed on the 
level of the eye and the large above. If a 
dark color, such as a dark dado, is placed 


below the pictures it brings out their form’ 


and color. 

If the parlor is large oil paintings are_in 
good taste. Six pictures are plenty in a large 
room. These may include several copies of 
the old or modern French and German mas- 
ters, while Walter McEwen, Gari Melchers, 
De Forest Brush, and others have charming 
pictures. Water colors make satisfactory 
substitutes for old paintings. hough the 
works of well known artists are to be pre- 
ferred, attractive water colors by unknown 
American and foreign artists are to be had 
for a few dollars. 

When it comes to a question of pictures for 
the living rooms, etchings and ergravings 
come first. Those of the great Dutch and 
German masters are expensive, but the mod- 
ern etchings make satisfactory substitutes. 
There are charming pastoral scenes etched 
by Jacques, Daubigny, and Melissonier.

$2 up. These may be Copies of the famous 
English and French beauties of Gainsbor- 
ough, Romney, Reynolds, and Copley. For 
a living room used also as a Jibrary steel en - 
gravings and photographs of Richard Wag- 
ner, Beethoven, Schubert, or Shakspeare, 
Keats, and Dante are all appropriate. 

Fishing and hunting scenes are always good 
subjects for the dining room. Though the 
Datch fishing scenes of Bloomer and Israel 
are expensive excellent reproductions are to 
be had. ‘ 

The pictures. suitable for bedrooms are 
plentiful. The stores always carry a large 
assortment of: pre-Raphaelite studies; such 
as Burne-Jones’ ‘Sir Galahad” and “‘Hope,”’ 
Watts’ “Love” and “Life,” and Holman 
Inut’s “Golden Stairs.". The Madonna is al- 
ways suitable.

~ What to Do with Old Trunks. 


If there are any scarred, battered, hinge- 
less, lockless trunks in your attic or store- 
room that you feel like converting into fur- 
mace fuel or kindling wood, stop to censult 
your housewifely genius a little. 

Most housekeepers with experience in mov- 
ing, for instance, have difficulty in getting a 
box of sufficient weight and strength in 
which to pack china, crockery, or glassware. 
It is here where the old trunk, no matter if 
the lid is ramshackle or the lock broken, ap- 
peais tothe housewife. The bottom and sides 
are tight and solid enough to deaden jars and 
jolting and withstand pressure. Even where 
much excelsior and paper packing is used, the 
grocery box with its thin, almost pliable 
sides frequently proves @ hoodoo in moving 
china and bric-a-brac. 

Last summer a fourth story’ flat dweller 
used the lid of a large broken steamer trunk 
for raising lettuce on her back porch, which, 
extending the whole width of the house, was 
roomy enough to admit of such an experi- 
ment. This trunk lid, which was six by three 
and one foot deep, and mailed along. the 
edge with angle iron. was filled with rich 
soll, into which the lettuce seeds were sparse-

ly strewn, and fixed into an angle of the back 
porch where the whole would be exposed to 
the morning and midday sun. The venture 
was a success in every way, and is being re- 
peated this year. A grocery box is a poor 
substitute, because earth and moisture cause 
the boards to warp and fall apart too easily. 

Sometimes the body of a small trunk that 
is consigned to the rubbish heap will supply 
the foundation for a comfortable and roomy 
back porch swing of davenport aspect. After 
removingathe lid, saw down vertically In the 
middle af each end until the trunk falls into 
two lengthwise halves. Taking for granted 
that it is three feet wide or more, either 
part will serve as the seat of the swing. 
Cover the inside and outside with denim or 
other durable material. Attach the end of a 
rope to each of the four upper corners of the 
seat in such a way that the whole may be 
suspended from hooks in the porch ceiling. 

A hormnemade swing of this kind is roomy 
enough for a pillow, a book, or a magazine, 
and grownups will find them quite as divert- 
ing as children.

Elizabeth Washburn Wright— 


Is the wife of Dr. Hamilton Wright, an 
eminent authority on tropical diseases and 
one of the three American commissioners to 
the international opium conferencé at Shang- 
hai. Mrs. Wright has spent a number of 
years in the far east and she believes that 
since our. own slavery question there has 
been nothing more vital, more appealing than 
the opium question which now affects not 
only China and England. 

The investigations of the various commis- 
sions have resulted in discoveries in other 
countries, more especially in the United 
States. Here the unperceived opium habit 
is blossoming’ into a flourishing vice. There 
is in America the amaging record that shows 
in thirty years an increase in the importation 
of opium from 77,000 to 151,000 pounds a year. 
Mrs. Wright holds that the better mind of the 
Chinese nation has consistently opposed the 
evil, but the great army of corrupt official- 
dom have ever stood ready with open palms 
willing to sell their country into helpless 
bondage. 

When' the English traders attempted to le- 
galize the opium traffic the Chinese.emperor 
hotly refused, admitting that he could not 
prevent the introduction of the “ flowing 
poison " and adding bitterly that “ gain seek- 
ing and corrupt men will for profit and sensu- 
ality defeat my wishes. but nothing will in- 
duce me to derive a revenue from the vice and 
misery of my people.”’ 

“ Through the decades,’’ says Mrs. Wright, 
“China has lifted her voice against this 
commerce which in a century has spread 
from one end to the other of her wide prov- 
inces, has paralyged her labor, has robbed 
her treasury, and has finally become a men- 
ace to her national existence."" Mrs. Wright 
feels hopeful for the future and believes in 
China's triumph over hér vice.

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HICAGO is claimed by the Bahaists as the 

Mecca and world center of a new world 

religion. The Bahaists, who base their 

creed on the revelations of Abdul-Buha 

of Galtlee, are planning a wonderful tem- 

ple to be built at Wilmette. Baha counts 

his followers in the east by the millions— 

Mohammedans, Christians, Buddhists, and 

Persians, and there are many converts to the new creed 
jn Chicago. 

Bahaism is the only religion with a living messiah 
now on earth. It claims to be a universal faith and 
proposes to unify the believers of all creeds and coun- 
tries. 

“ Mashrak-El-Azcar” is the name given to the new 
cluster of temple buildings to be erected near Chica- 
go. The temple will have a unique manner of archi- 
tecture symbolizing the perfect man.. And since man is 
the microcosmgof the universe, say the Bahaists, the 
temple will also yy pity the perg$ected world. There will 
be nine outer walls and nine fountains, each foun- 
tain representing a werlid religion and world messiah, 
all of them meeting and unifying through this latter 
day revelation of truth made by the triune manifesta- 
tion of God through the three great Bahai messen- 
gers. 

The temple will be built on a triangular plot of 
ground lying at Ridge and Linden avenues, near the 
shore of Lake Michigan, and.in its triangularity will 
represent the trinity of teachers who brought to the 
world the gospel of Bahaism. The irregularities in 
the contours of the lot, however, provide it virtually 
with four corners, and in each of these corners will. 
stand a building; in one corner a home for cripples; 
in another a school for orphans; in a third a college 
o* the higher sciences and in the fourth a hospice for 
the entertainment of visiting believers. In the center 
will rise the dome of the nine walled house of wor- 
ship, the heart of the. Mashrak-El-Azcar, or “dawning 
point of prayer.”

Temple Intended for All Rates. 

This temple will be open always and open to all 
without distinction in race, creed, class, or color. It 
is to be governed by men and women in equal rank 
and will be erected by them jointly, the responsibili- 
ties being shared impartially. Although primarily the 
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occidental center of Bahaism, Mashrak-El-Azcar is real- 
ly to be a world temple. Building funds are coming 
from every quarter of the Bahaistic globe. The snug 
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little sum of $500 was subscribed hy even the little 
prisoner community of the faithful, who live in Acca, 
the home of the master Abdul-Baha. 

It has been ordained by the Bahai master Abdul- 
Baha that the architectural arrangements of the Mash- 
rak-El-Azcar are to be in the keeping of more than one 
architect, so that the building shall be a codperative 
achievement. Charles Mason Remy, son of Admiral 
Remy, U. S. N., and a Washington architect, is one of 
the chosen company, and he has visited the Bahai tem- 
ple at Eshkabad, Russia, which was modeled after the 
same design taken for the foundation plans of the 
Wilmetté structure. This original plan' was drawn by. 
Baha-Uliah, father and predecessor of Abdul-Baha. 

In the Wilmette temple there will be a unique 


combination of western nd oriental ideas in architec- . 


ture, thus emphasizing the universal nature of the 
Bahai revelation. Nine avenues of approach lead to the 
temple. The main avenue of the nine leading to the 
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entrance portico will be entered from the street by a 
monumental gateway. 

Regarding the temple the master sent a tablet con- 
taining these words: “I am hopeful by divine bounty 
and grace that the beloved ones of God may be con- 
@rmead in the building of Mashrak-El-Ascar and all its 
accessories, for the Mashrak-El-Ascar has important 
accessories which are accounted of the basic founda- 
tions. The- meaning is this, that in every place, first, 
@ Mashrak-Bl-Azcar must be founded, Then a school 
for the education of orphan children and the poor. Then 
the hospital and medical dispensary must be founded. 
Then the home of the cripples. Then the college of high- 
er scientific education. “In every. city a gréat Mashrak- 
Bl-Ascar must be founded after this order.”

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Men Vacal Teachers - | 

Answer Mme. Melba. 
By her reeent attack on men as teachers 
of voice culture, Mme. Melba has brought 
upon her head a deluge of criticism. |The fa- 
mous prima donna declared it her opinion 
that many promising female voices were 
ruined ty male teachers. In reply the ac- 
cused ones are raising loud voices of protest. 
Allen Gill, the conductor of the Alexandra 
Palace Choral and Orchestral society of 
England, was seen immediately after the 
meeting of the executives of the Musical 
league for the settlement of the program for 
the Liverpool festival. “My experience has 
been,”’ he said, “‘ that male chers of sing 
ing are most careful with regard to young 
voices. The results achieved depend entirely 
upon the excellence of the teacher and the 
obedience of the pupil. To say that male in- 
structors have a special tendency towards 
the destruction of female voices is too absurd 
a statement to need a serious answer. I am 
teaching singing at almost every hour of the 
day, and have almost as many female pupils 
as males; but the first complaint in the direc- 
tion indicated by Mme. Melba has yet to 
reach me.’ 
“It is, of course, with much diffidence,” 
said Dr. W. G. McNaught, who was inter- 
viewed on the subject, “that I place my 
opinion in opposition to that of Mme. Melba 
upon this subject, but the experience of many 
years compels me to do so. If she had warned 
her friends against incompetent teachers of 
singing, without regard to sex, I should be 
in hearty agreement with her, for it is quite 
certain that no profession is more overrun 
by incompetent pretenders than ours. The 
historical facts, however, are dead against 
Mme. Melba’s warning when directed against 
male teachers as such. Most of the greatest 
singers the world has seen have been trained 
by men, and the women themselves show a 
marked preference for the instruction of the 
opposite sex so far as singing is concerned. 
Proof of this latter assertion is to be found 
at the Royal Academy of Music and the 
Royal College of Music, where there are few 
wamen teachers because so many of the 
woémen pupils prefer to be taught by men.”’ 

Dr. McNaught was in hearty agreement 
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with Mme. Melba in her generous praise of 
Marchesi as a teacher. “ If all women teach- 
ers,”’ he said, ‘‘ were half as excellent as 
Marchesi the situation would be different.

Naturally this appeals most strongly to 
the French colony, as they cherish the 
memory of these pioneer standard bearers 
of France.

But opposition can be based on no 
other ground. y 

There ought to be not -he elightest 
doubt of the prompt. enactment of the 
consolidation bill as it stands. The com~ 
monest justice demands its passage. It is 
of vital importance to the city of Chicago. 
The state has hot a vestige of reason for 
denying it.

It stirred them to a tremendons activ- 
ity “which discounted all the exertions 
of the easy going past and set a pace for 
the future which only the laggards will 
dare disregard.” The result is told in a 
few statistics. Where 28,188 buildings 
were destroyed with a loss of $105,000,000, 
18,000 new structures have been erected 
at a(ost of more than $150,000,000. 
Where before there were many wooden 
buildings or ones with wooden joists, now 
nothing can be found except fireproof 
construction of steel and stone or steel 
and concrete. And so San Francisco claims 
to have more fireproof buildings, propor- 
tionately to its size, than any other city 
in the United States. 

To make the story of achievement more 
complete, a new system of fire protection 
has been devised which permits the cut- 
ting off of any block or group of blocks 
from the rest, so that there can be tno 
repefition of the paralysis of the depart- 
ment noted at the time of the great dis- 
aster. The city will not again be at the 
mercy of the flames unless nine separate 
and distinct means of fire fighting are de- 
stroyed. 

Reading such statements, and _ then 
thinking of the complete prostration fol- 
lowing the earthquake, one gets a new 
conception of the power of a “ giant 
fillip” when the mind and imagination 
realize the magnitude of a task that con- 
fronts them. ‘Chicago has had that sort 
of ‘inspiration on several occasions. 
Every forward step it has taken has been 
the accompaniment of big conceptions of 
the possibilities. What San Francisco 
has done since the day when many pes- 
simists declared that it could not be re- 
built affords anothtr splendid illustration 
of what the “! Will” spirit can accom- 
plish when it gets into action. 


There was »9 time when a railroad mag- 
nate coukl say “The public be damned” 
without any fear of unpleasant conae- 
quences. It was a day of disregard of 
the patrons whose friendly interest, in the 
long run, is worth everything to a cor- 
poration. There is a new spirit now. It 
is reflected in freqnent interviews and 
addresses. The various plans for rescric- 
tion and regulation resulting from the old- 
time attitude have had their effect. 

A writer in an eastern technical journal 
has collected a number of extracts from 
the utterances of prominent railroad ofti- 
cials during the last few months. ‘They 
all follow this same general line of 
thought. There have been abuses. For 
many of these the railroads have bé@en 
responsible. Regulation is necessary. It 
is welcomed by the companies. The prin- 
ciples laid down by the administration of 
the government are all right. Some of 
them are seyere, but milder measures 
would not have sufficed. The wise rail- 
road official is the one who will investi- 
gate complaints, seek to have the groun is 
for them removed, and instill into the 
minds of his subordinates the pecessity of 
courtesy and diplomacy in dealing with 
the public, whose friendship and patron-¥ 
age are essential to railroad prosperity. 

Among the men quoted to this effect 
are such leading officials as Brown, Har- 
timan, Shonts, Yoakum, Johnson, Finley, 
and Mellen, representatives of ‘prominent 
systems north and south.

AN UNDEROFFICERED NAVY. . 

Rear Admiral Evans has an article in 
Hampton’s Magazine in which he says, 
with all the emphasis that italics can 
give: ; 

At the present moment we have not sufficient 
officers for the ships now in commission, and 
this condition is growihg worse month by month 
as new ships are ordered into service. There ip 
not. a single battleship fn tHe fleet today that 
has her proper complement of officers to fight 
her to the best advantage. 

This comes from a man who knows 
what he is writing about. He speaks 
from personal knowledge. Rear Admiral! 
Evans says that during the cruise of, the 
fleet to the Pacific it was frequently the 
case that half the «battleships were in 
charge of midshipmer as officers of the 
deck. He calls the practice wrong and 
dangerous, but it was made necessary by 


the shortage of officers of proper rank 


and experience. 

Manifestly there has been a lack of 
balance in the building up of the navy. 
While the construction of new ships was 
being authorized, provision should have 
been made for additional officers and men. 
The result is that the 
American navy with a total displacement 
of 770,468 tons, has 995 officers and 42,- 
400, enlisted men. Germany with 693,590 
tons has 2,010 officers and 47,286 men. 
Japan with 444,908 tons has 2,110 offi- 
cers and 41,906 men. 

Competent officers and men can no m6ére 
be improvised in the event of war than 
battleships. To send a battleship into 
action underofficered and undermanned 
would be to invite disaster by giving the 
enemy a manifest advantage. But that 
would have to be done if war were de- 
clared tomorrow, or some of the battle- 
ships would have to be laid up. In that 
event the country would not get the good 
of the money put ipto them. 

One: can understand why congress has 
been liberal as to ships, but illiberal in 
another though an equally important di- 
rection. The authorization of the con- 
struction of a ship meant a single ex- 
penditure. An increase in personnel 
would involve a continuing expenditure. 
But if the country is to have the power- 
ful navy which it supposed the construc- 
tion of new ships was giving it, congress 
will have to provide for an increase in 
personnel, It will take money, but there 
eannot be an efficient fighting navy with- 
out it. 

President Roosevelt told the last con- 
gress that the navy needed more officers, 
but it paid no attention to him. This con- 
gress should not be equally indifferent to 
so important a matter.

Emperor Nicholas was not at St. Peters- 
burg but at Tesarkoe-Selo. and Emperor 
Francis Joseph at Walsee. staying with his 
youngest daughter, Archduchess Marie Val- 
erie and her children. Even the reigning 
prince of Montenegro had left Cettinje for 
the south of France. Had the sultan ad- 
dressed any appeal, if not for Intervention at 
any rate for the protection of his life and lib- 
erty, to the emperor of Germany, or to any 
other foreign ruler, it would have remained 
unanswered. on the plea that those to whom 
it was directed were away from home. 

There are rumors that an appeal of this 
kind was made, and that it was in the nature 
of a demand by the sultan for protection and 
refuge on board one of the foreign men of 
war, or rather gunboats, stationed as guard- 
ships on the shores of the Bosporous. Had 
he been accorded refuge on board he would 
at least have retained- his liberty and been 
free to retire to some foreign capital to enjoy

Constantinople as a prisoner of state for Sa- 
loniki he had the additional mortification of 
seeing, not only all the foreign embassies at 
Constantinople but even the guardships of 
these embassies magnificently illuminated in 
honor of the accession of his brother Reshed 
to the throne.

Duchess Vera of Wartembere’s conversion 
to the Lutheran church at Stuttgart is the 
first instance, unless I am much mistaken, of 
a princess of the reigning house of Rugsia 
abandoning the orthodox rite. There have 
been numerous cases of conversion to the 
latter on the part of German princesses, when 
marrying Russian grand dukes. But Grand 
Duchess Vera Constantinovitch. sister of the 
queen of Greece, and of that Grand Duke 
Gonstantine who has achieved so much fame 
as a Shakspearean scholar, as a poet. Pplay- 
wright, and even as actor, is the first mem- 
ber of the Romanoff dynasty, at any rate 
since Peter the Great. to forewear her alle- 
giance to the national church of Ruseia. 

Grand Duchess Marie, when she became the 
wife of King Edward's sallor brother. the 
Mate duke of Edinburgh and of Coburg, stip- 
ulated that she should be permitted to re- 
tain the faith In which she had been reared, 
and belongs to this day to the Orthodox 
church, although her children were brought 
up as Protestants. Grand Duchess Vera's 
sister, Queen Olga of Greece, declined to

change her religion when she married the 
Lutheran King George, and her aunt, the late 
Queen Olga of Wurtemberg, daughter of Em- 
peror Nicholas I. of Russia, retained her 
membership in the orthodox church until 
the day of her death, a few years ago. 

No reigning house in EBurope is more strict 
about the religious beliefs of the princesses 
marrying into it than that of Hapsburg. 
There is only one solitary instance of a mat- 
rimonial alliance between it and the Roman- 
offs. Yet when Archduke Joseph. palatine 
of Hungary, married in 1799 Grand Duchess 
Alexandra Paulovna, sister of Alexander I. 
and of Nicholas I., she was allowed to retain 
her membership of the orthodox Russian 
church and had a chapel of her own built at 
Pesth, where she was accustomed to wor- 
ship, while on her death, three years later 
she was entombed in a beautiful mausoleum, 
where Russian clergy offered up daily 
prayers for the repose of her soul. 

Grand Duchess Vera's marriage to Duke 
Eugene of Wurtemberg was nota happy one. 
The duke, who would have been heir ap- 
parent to the throne had he survived, died 
so suddenly in 1877 as to give rise to rumors 
that he had succumbed to violence. Accord- 
ing to some, he had been killed tn a duel: 
according to others, he had been slain during 
the course of an adventure of the Don Juan 
order by an infuriated. husband, who, it is 
even alleged, was assisted by his wife in 
killing the intruder. Be this as it may, a veil 
of mystery has always restéd over the death 
of Duke Eugene, who was universally un- 
popular, and whom no one regretted. He left 
no son, but twin daughters, the Duchesses 
Elsa and Olga of Wurtemberg, who married 
two brothers, the Princes Albert and Maxi- 
milian of Schaumburg-Lippe, brothers of the 
present queen of Wurtemberg.

The atmosphere of the house of lords in 
England seems to be conducive to long life.

of Ancaster, and Lord Cottesloe, who are all 
on the threshold of their eightieth year. 

Whatever may be said about the intellec- 
tual gifts of these veterans peers, no one 
can deny them that experience which comes 
with years. It is of inestimable value to 
parliament, and furnishes an important ar- 
gument to those who are engaged in defend- 
ing the gilded chamber against the popular 
movement in favor of its abolition.

makes one the friend and not the enemy

That great common prayer teaches us al 
to forgive just as we hdpe to be forgiven. 
This would be a dark world if every see 
enmity and hostility set up its eternally 
sundering chasm between us if our offense 
against the infinite affection set us forever 
at variance with the most.high, shut out 
from all possibility of return, or if the act of 
anger or greed made forever impossible fur- 
ther friendship with the one injured. 

Passion, greed, anger, envy, selfishness in 
their many guises prompt us to wrong our 
fellows, to wound them and work them ill. 
Sometimes the most grievous damage is done 
by simple want of thought. If évery wrong 
made an implacable enemy the whole world 
would soon be but a battlefield, every mans 
hand against his neighbor and all progress 
and peace forever impossible. 

Forgiveness among men makes possible 
the doing of the will and the coming of the 
kingdom of the eternal goodness. Only as we 
can bear with one another, only as we can 
be patient, make allowance for weakness 
and passion, give up the natural desire for 
vengeance and seek to heal the breaches 
constantly being made by selfishness can 
men live together ih peace and good will. ‘ 

To forgive, then, is to refuse to take the’ 
attitude of a foeman toward my fellows who 
may do me wrong or injustice or may leave 
undone their duty, and, more, it is to take 
the attitude and play the part of a friend to 
them. It is to turn a deaf ear to the demands 
of selfishness, ‘self-love and self-pride and 
to have a larger consideration for the good 
of others and for the well being of all] than 
for my own prestige or personal advantage. 

Forgiveness may not always smpie with. 
tenderness on the wrongdoer; it may wither 
and scorch like a whirlwind. But it will up- 
braid, it will denounce and it will punish even 
all in love, all with the intent of bringing 
back the wanderer from love's way and never 
with the thought of getting even, of paying 
back in kind or of satisfying vengeance. 
It will by every means seek to lift to your 
own level the man who has degraded himself 
by injustice or passion instead of trying to 
get even with him. 

Forgiveness does not defeat justice; it puts 
another motive in the act. Justice is that 
process which teaches us all that this is an 
orderly world in which ome must reap as he 
e0Wws, consequences must follow causes. For- 
giveness lets justice take its way; it does not 
shield the willful criminal from the fruitage 
of his acts, but it lets them fall on him only 
in the measure of education, for his help and 
restoration and never in the measure of per- 
sonal pleasure in retaliation. 

The old law says, An eye for an eye; this 
new law says, Love your neighbor, strive to 
do good even to those who would do you ilL 
make friends of your enemies. Vengeance 
emphasizes and seals the enmity; forgiveness 
breaks down its battlements and makes 
friends where there might have been lifelong 
foes. 

Forgiveness then is the antithesis of 
enmity; it substitutes helpfulness for hatred. 
It is altogether apart from the matter of 
forgetting the wrong done; sometimés you 
can only help another effectually as you re- 
member his past acts. But forgiveness takes 
the sting out of the memory; it remembers 
with calm, with growing desire to help. It 
does not overlook; it sees through and be- 
yond the fault to the possibility of what the 
other may be with a little help and love. 

Forgiveness is the attitude which says I 
will not be at war with my own fellows even 
though they do wrong me. I will fight, but I 
will fight the greed and wrong along with 
them. When a man has fallen under tempta- 
tion, even though I am thereby injured, I 
will help him, fight with him and not against 
him and so bring the kingdom of peace and 
good will to come among men.

LTHOUGH the Janigsaries are de- 
clared by history to have been exter- 
minated some ninety years ago by 
Sultan Mahmoud IIL, they may be 
said to have survived until last week. 

For the bodyguard of Abdul Hamid, whoee 
defense of the Yildiz Kiosk against the troops 
of the Conétitutional party at Constantino- 
ple has been responsible for most of the 
bloodshed that has taken place during the 
recent disturbances, were identical in race 
and also in organization with those Janis- 
saries who for nearly 500 years may be said 
to have played a dominant role in the history 
of the Turkish empire. 

Recruited originally by Sultan Amurath 
I.. in 1360, from among his Christian cap- 
tives, and formed into his particular body- 
guard, endowed by him and by his success- 
ors with favors and prerogatives of every 
kind, they were the principal source and 
foundation of the absolute power of the 
Pad Yet at the same time they fur- 
nished a restraint upon his despotism. For 
while they defended him against every foe 

against every danger from the outside, 
if he was imprudent enough to do anything 
calculated to offend them they did not 
hesitate to remove him Indeed, of the 
thirty sultans who reigned during the period 
extending from the first organization of the 
Janissaries in 1360 until their massacre in 
1826, as many as twenty-seven are on record 
as having met with their death at the hands 
of those intrusted with their safety, that is 
to say, the members of their bodyguard. 

> 


fore many years were passed, however, 
t anissaries had been replaced by another 

guard, perhaps less arrogant, less im- 
perious, and more subservient to the sultan'’s 
wishes. At one moment the imperial. body- 
guard was composed largely of Kurds, at 
another time of Bosnians, of Candiotes, and 
of Magyar renegades; while Abdul Hamid, 
throughout the thirty-five years of his reign, 
relied entirely upon the Albanians. He had 
a large force of them in and around the Yildiz 
Kiosk, several thousands in fact. Their pay 
was far higher than that of any other troops 
of the Ottoman army, and, moreover, was 
never in arrears. Their excesses were treated 


with indulgence by the authorities, and there 
have been instances of the greatest outrages, 
such as murders, perpetrated by their offi- 
cers, whith the sultan did not venture to 
punish for fear of displeasing them and of 
impairing their devotiog. 

It must. be admitted "that the bodyguards 
made a brave fight for him against over- 
whelming odds. In several instances detach- 
ments allowed themselves to be shot down 
to the last man rather than to surrender the 
post of defense that they had been instructed 
to hold. They seem to have fought; indeed, 
as gallantly for the sultan as the Switzers 
did for Louis XVI. in 1782. But their brav- 
ery was of no avail. They have been wiped 
out of existence. :

It has already been decided that the ruler 
of Turkey shall never be permitted to have a 
permanent bodyguard of his own again, lest 
it should become a danger to the constitution, 
and thus there disappears an institution 
which may be said to have had its origin 2,000 
years ago, when Emperor Augustus formed 
his Pretorian cohort. Each of his successors 
had his corps of Pretorians, and when the 
seat of the empire was transferred to Con- 
stantinople the system was retained by the 
Byzantine emperors, who, recruiting their 
guards partly from the Norse pirates and 
largely from the Anglo-Saxons and Gauls, 
entitied them Varangians. After the eurren- 
der of the capita! of the east to the Turks 
the Varangian bodyguard of Emperor Con- 
stantine was replaced by the Janissaries of 
Mahomet IT. 

During all the history of the sultans of the 
G@ynasty of Osman their bodyguards have 
never been.composed of full fledged Turks or 
even of Arabs, and in the same way the Pre- 
torians of the Roman Cesars and the picked 
soldiers and officers assigned to the protec- 
tion of the Byzantine emperors were almost 
in every case men of races alien to that of the 
imperial object of their care. The fact that 
this should have been the case constituted an 
admission that the actions and policy of the 
monarch were frequently at variance with 
the wishes and interests of his own people. 
It was because he felt that he could not rely 
upon the blind obedience and hloyalty of his 
fellow countrymen that he deemed it neces- 
sary to surround himself with defenders of 
foreign origin. He feared that if a native 
were called upon to choose between comply- 
ing with an order from the sovereign and his 
duty as a patriot to his country it was the lat- 
ter that would carry most weight, whereas 
an alien would have no such compunctions. 
He appreciated a fact which it is well to 
remember in these raodern times, when it is 
the fashion to cynically deride everything in 
the nature of patriotism—nametly: that there 
are moments when its claims rise superior to 
every consideration of personal advantage.

Nowadays. when emperors and kings no 
longer claim to reign by right civine. but ad- 
mit that their rule depends upon the will of 
the people, to which they are compelled to de- 
fer, there is no such occasion for foreign 
body guards as in the times when monarch- 
ical sway was of a more absolute character 
and when the population was ordinarily dis- 
contented and at odds with its sovereign. 

Without harking back so far as the story, 
according to which Pontius Pilate was led by 
his birth near Fortingall. in Scotland, to sur- 
round himself afterward in Judea with a 
body guard of Scots, I would point out that 
most of the ancient kings of France had Scot- 
tish corps d'elite,” orgarized and maintained 
for their personal protection. Later these 
Scotch guards, of whom a description will be 
found in Sir Walter Scott's popular novel 
“Quentin Durward,”” were superseded by 
Irish guards from one of whom the late Mar- 
shal MacMahon was a lineal descendant. 

But already some time before the revolu- 
tion. the places of the Scotch and Irish at the 
French court had been taken by Swiss regi- 
ments.

Question of the Jealous Employe. —~ By Jobn A. Howla 


HAD a talk the other day with the earnest, 
conscientious head of a department in a big 
publishing house, wlio for a long time has been 
troubled with the affairs of his particular in- 
tegral part of the business, He has under his 
direction a staff of a dozen or more illustrators 
and artists, most of whom are “ tempera- 
mental.” Much of the work of the depart- 
ment is high grade work; much more of it is 
much less so. In the organization of the de- 
partment, men have been chosen as far as ~pos- 
sible according to their fitness for a particular 
work and the scale of salaries of the ottice 
emphasizes this. fact. 

But at times my frierid is tried sorely by 
the conditions which persist in his organization in spite of all he can 
do in mitigation of them. 

This head of the department himself is an artist. At one time 
he, too, probably suffewed- from “ temperaniefttalisis.” But for w 
many years he has been a director ‘of work in his department, re- 
sponsible for results reported in department expenses to the business 
department of the house, that he has had fo discard temperament a 
large measmre.

This troublesome situation in an art department has been pictured 
in detail only for the purpose of calling attention to the fact that in 
more or less measure the same condition holds wherever salaried men 
work under a manager.

It is there that it attracts widest 
attention of the world when the fruits of it become public. But al- 
ways this evil of jealousy obtains in the world of the workers and 
always it has been a problem of the manager how to lay it.

‘The social consciousness 
is growing. The mind of the social organism is 
growing. The brain of the man of the world

As he in any or all of his parts evolves there 
inevitably are changes. Growth implies change. 
And when the growth is rapid there sometimes 
is pain, Many of the pseudo troubles of 
the hour properly are no more than the 
man of the world’s growing pains. They 
are cause for much rejoicing and congratu- 
lation rather than reason for lamentation or for 
concern. They are marks of advancement in 
social organization. They are proofs of progress 
toward the realization of human solidarity.

In no profession have the years brought so 
ee an increase in salaries as in the theat- 
rical. Any one doubting the growing popu- 
larity of the theater needs only to look back 
for a moment, and then take a fleeting glance 
at the present to be convinced. Salaries 
prove beyond all argument that now, as never 
before, “ the play's the thing.”’ 


An efficient actor received in 1636 as large 
lar salary as $900, of which sum $7,200

, “ We didn’t go into a play then as we do 
now,” said Otis Skinner, speaking of the 
days when he was with Edwin Booth; “ in- 
stead of having every detail of the dialogue 
and stage business ready before the opening 
nigit we rushed into the first performance 
with little but our own enthusiasm to pull us 
throwgh. We had, sublime faith that some- 
how Mr. Booth would make it all right and 
that faith was justified. Somehow scenes. 
however badly rehearsed, shaped themselves 
about him at the critical moment and then 
went wonderfully after all. Nowadays we 
prepare plays with a microscope; then we 
went at them with a scoop and shovel, with 
more eagerness than finesse. 

“Mr. Booth rarely came to rehearsals. I 
shall never forget once when I was rehears- 
ing for my first appearance with the master. 
I was to be Francois in ‘ Richelieu,’ and was 
nervous and deeply impressed with the im- 
portance of my part. When at theafternoon 
rehearsal! just before the opening night Mr. 
Booth failed to appear I stood aghast.

“Of course, the natural tendency of an 
actor on his first night is toward an over- 
straining of his effect, and too = one 
starts out in one’s big scenes on such a high 
key that it is impossible to get higher. I re- 
member once finding myself in the middle of 
the play scene in ‘Hamlet’ at such a pitch 
that when I got to the line, ‘Why let the 
stricken deer go weep?’ the horrible convic- 
tion came over me that I was up to my top 
notch, with nothing higher in sight. 

‘ Still, I am, not sure it isn't better to err dh 
the side of hitting your top note than on that 
of underexpressing your part. For the main 
thing is to know your audience. In my way 
of thinking their minds follow their hearts, 
and once you have thrilled them you have 
gone far toward convincing them. With 
the exception of the student, the critic, and 
the artist, the public goes to the theater for 
sensation, which is, after all, the funda- 
mental appeal to all art. Your Dumas 
Mousquetaire plays. with their force of phys- 
ical contest, are eternally attractive. The 
parts of ‘ Hamlet’ which really cateh the 
average audiences are the ghost scene and 
the play scene, with their suggest™n of hys- 
teria. In short, the theater is in a way a 
palace of sensation. 

“ An element of first nighters that we have 
always with us are the people who are out 
to see if anything happens. They enjoy the 
sheer thrill of a first night. They watch for 
comretemps, they have a ghoulish glee in 
seeing an atithor’s or an actor's laborious 
structure tumble down before the jeers of 
the public. If there are happenings of any 
sort, breakdowns, speeches, or accidents, 
these first nighters want to be there so they 
can talk about it afterwards. 

“This first night craze springs, I suppose, 
from the peculiar desire to be the first.to see 
or to have things. It is exactly parallel with 
the woman's wish to have the first spring hat 
or to a man’s struggle to wear the first fall 
necktie. This element of the first night audi- 
ence is on the alert for anything, ready to 
jump either way at the slightest provocation. 

“On the whole, though, I am not sure it 
isn't an easier element to bear with than a 
certain type you find often enough in British 
audiences, which comfortably makes up its 
mind to ‘boo’ a piece anyway, particularly 
if it be an importation. Augustin Daly used 
to tell a story of his experience in an English 
theater at the first night of an American 
play, when he happened to be sitting in the 
last row of the stalls. Before the curtain rose 
a burly pitite came in just behind him. As 
the man took off his coat and settled himself 
for the evening he remarked to a neighbor:
